COMMONS IN A BODY. 

THE ,.COMMISSION BILL PASSED IN. COM- 
MITTEE AFTER ALL AMENDMENTS 
HAD BEEN VOTED DOWN, | 

Lonpon, Aug. 2.—In replying to Mr. 
Healy in the House of Commons Mr. Goschen 
said that Mr. W. H. Smith had not interviewed 
the editor of the Zimes; that he had not seen 
him, and that he had held no communications 
with him regarding the commission. In reply- 
ing to Mr. Sexton Mr. Goschen said that he did 
not know whether or not Mr. Smith sent to the 
reporters’ gallery the manuscript with reference 
to the Commission bill read in the House on July 
12, and that the words “and other persons” 
did not appear in it. 

Mr. Labouchére called. the attention of the 
House to the breach of privilege of which the 
Times to-day was guilty in charging the Parnell- 
ites with trying to drown the Commission bill 
with a flood of blackguardism unparalleled in 
the history of Parliament. It deplored the cir- 
cumstance that Mr. Gladstone and Sir William 
Harcourt completed the foul-mouthed oratory 
of their Irish allies. 

Mr. Goschen concurred in the charge that a 
breach of: privilege had been committed by the 
Jimes, and there was no use to mitigate the fact 
by saying that strong language had been used 
by the Parnellites against the Z7:mes under the 
protection of privilege. Butif the House fol- 


lowed precedents, it would not now deal with 
the breach of privilege, but would proceed with 
the business of the day. Mr. Goschen accord- 
ingly made a motion to that effect. Mr. Glad- 
stone seconded it, and advised Mr, Labouchéro 
to withdraw the question of privilege to which 
he (Mr. Labouchére) agreed. r. Gladstone de- 
sired, he said, to return geod for evil in net 
pressing the question at present. But Mr, Sex- 
ton was less cenciliatory, and said that he 
despised all efforts to commend the paymasters 
and accomplices of forgery. [Parnellite cheers. } 

Mr. Goschen then moved that the debate pro- 
ceed on the bili to investigate the charges 
against the Parnellites, if it were still under 
discussion at midnight. To this the House 
agreed. He next moved that the Chairman 
shall have power at 1 o’clock in the morning to 
put the remaining clauses. 

Mr. Reid appealed to the Government to re- 
spect the right of the minority to obtain a full 
discussion et obnoxious clauses, and hoped that 
they would not close the debate until the final 
Clause had been discussed, which was to ex- 
onerate the 7imes from an action for libel. Mr. 
Healy said the motion was another proof that 
the Conservatives were prepared to treat the 
Parnellites in the same mauner as the red 
Indian who danced around his victim at the 


stake. 

Sir William Harcourt said that the motion 
was without the slightest reas(n to justily if. 
The bill was of such importanee tiat it ought io 
be adequately discussed. The Government, he 
said, did not want further diseussion, as the ef- 
fect upon the country would be unfavorable to 
them. They therefore abuscd theirrights a5 @ 
= in order to gag their j Olitical oppo- 
nents. 

Mr. T. P. O’Connor said that the closure of 
debate as proposed amounted toa decree that 
the most important proposals in the bill must 
be passed without discussion. It was an act of 
brute violence on the part of the Government, 

Sir Charles Lewis, (Conservative,) contended 
that the obstructive tacties of the Parnellites 
justified the motion.. Tueir style of discussion 
disgraced Parliament and the country. 

Mr. Timothy Healy moved to amend the me- 
tion by inserting the words “it the Chairman 
so think,” thus leaving to the discretion of the 
Chair the application of the closure rule. 

Mr. Balfour refused to accept the amendment, 
saying that the Chairman ought not to be bur- 
dened with such responsibility. 

Sir Lyon Playfair (Liberal) declared that the 
motion was the most unfortunate precedent 
that the Government could set. Such closure 
had hitherto been unheard of. 

Mr. Healy’s amendment was rejected—285 to 
237. 

Mr. Justin McCarthy moved an amendment 
extending the inquiry. to the circumstances 
under which the charges were originally made 
and published by the 7imes. 

Mr. Matthews, Home Secretary, held that the 
amendment was neediess. 

Mr. C. H. Anderson (Liberal) claimed that it 
was important to know how many forged letters 
the /imes had, and how they had been obtaiaed. 

Mr, Sexton said that the Parnellites invited 
the fuliést inquiry into the remotest facts con- 
nected with ‘ Parnellism and crime” if 1+ was 
conducted by areasonable mode of procedure, 
It was important to find under what wotive the 
forged letters were written. 

Mr. Staveley Hill (Conservative) said that un- 
less a good account could be given of how the 
Times came to possess the letters, or a person 
could be produced who sold or gave them and 
who would be able tw stand an examination as 
to how he got them, the Judges would not ac- 
cept the letters as genuine. [‘*Hear! Hear !’’] 

The amendment was defeated—162 to 12s, 

Mr. Lavouchére moved that the letters be in- 
quired into and reported upon before otber 
matters, He did not think that any member of 
the Government was so vile and base [Jaughter] 
as to refuse this reasonable concession, If the 
Government did refuse it he would recommend 
Mr. Parnell to wasb his bands of the commis- 
sion and sue the Jimes for libel solely on the 
letters. ‘ 

The Solicitor-General said that the lettcrs 
were hot the charges, but only evidence of the 
charges against Mr. tarnell. He admitted that 
the letters were extremely important, and said 
that without doubt the commission would early 
inquire into their authenticity. The commis- 
sion, however, must not be fettered, and, there- 
fore, the Government couid not accept the 
amendment. 

Sir G. O. Trevelyan supported the amendment, 
He said the Solicitor-General’s speech indicated 
a disposition to put the letters in the background 
as merely subsidiary. 

Mr. Sexton argued at length in support of the 
amendment. 

Sir Wiliam Vernon Harcourt said that upon 
no issue would the judgment of the country be 
more gladly taken than upvoo the conduct of the 
Government on this amendment. The action of 
the Government on this point would indicate 
the nature of what the Solicitor-General called 
the Government’s “ unexampled generosity” to 
the Parnellites in offering a commission, aud 
wouid show whether their desire was to clear or 
to blacken the characters of the Parnellites. 

Lord Hartington incensed the Parnellites by 
saying that Le did not intend to assist them by 
* talking out” the amendment. He only desired 
to protest against Sir William Vernon Harcourt’s 
dragging in his name as being most responsible 
for tne currency given to the letters. Only once 
had he referred to them. He had never consid- 
ered the letters as the main question raised by 
the 7imes. He ovjected to fettering the pro- 
cedure of the commission. 

Major Saundersor was ealled to order for de- 
claring that Harceurt had maligned the Parnell- 
ites befere the /imes did. Proceeding, he saia 
that what the Parmellites feared was evidently 
not an inquiry into the letters. They knew, and 
everybody kuew, that it was almost impossible 
to prove the authenticity of the letters. (Loud 
cheers and a Parnellite cry: “ Now the murder’s 
out!’"] He always looked upon the letters as 
secondary. ([Ironicalcheers.j; An inquiry was 
needed, not into the character ef Mr. Parrell 
alone, but into that of the whole party to see 
whether they were fit to be rulers of Ireland. 
[** Oh, oh!) 

Mr. Healy having spoken, Mr. Goschen said 
that the Government did not desire to ocoupy 
the short time lett, and therefere would make 
no reply to the numerous attacks that had been 
made. These attaeks could easily be refuted, 
and the Government preferred to leave them to 
the judgment of tuelr countrymen. 

Mr. Labouchére’s amendment was defeated, 
281 to 203. 

Mr. Healy moved to add 2@ proviso to the effect 
that the Commissioners should make a separate 
report in regard to the charges against each in- 
dividual member where decisions are ad- 
verse. Hedeclared that he did not trust the 
comission, either trinity or unity. [Laughter. 
In fact, he would trust no commission select 
by a Tory Lord Chancellor to blacken the char- 
acters of Irish members. 

The Home secretary said that no Government 
with the slightest self-respect would aceept 
such an amendment. Tho Irish members knew 
when they voted for the second reading ef the 
bill that the commission would be selected by a 
Tory Lord Chanceller. ; 

q.F. b Aarne ered — 7 know Mie noe 
to that effect was given. Was a complaint o 
the Giadstonians, he said, that the Judges had 
been chosen without consulting them. 

Mr. Parnell desired to say a few words. It 
‘was Vain to deny that he approached the com- 
mission with a rankling sense of injustice. Hoe 
did not object to the principle of the commis. 
sion in its inception, and would not have com- 
plained of the extension of its scope to a po- 
litical organization if a fair hearing and notice 
of the charges against them had been secured. 
But that was not the case, They were 
approaching an inquiry shaped y  su- 
perior force by the party opposite, with- 
out a ehance of stating their views with 
the fullness which the gravity of the case re- 

quired. There were men now in London who, 
he believed, if placed in the witness box-would 
be forced to admit that they were guilty of 
forgery. Amendments to secure the attendance 
of these persons and insure their punishment if 
they flea to escape the jurisdiction of the com- 
mission were excluded. What would the forgers 
care for the action of the eee a if, by 
during the in 
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quiry, they could draw an impenetrable 
veil over the origin of the letters? The 
Trish members were entitled to such a hearin 
as Parliament had never yet denied to individ- 
uals, especially when they consented to an un- 
constitutional inquiry. He believed that his 
friends would come out of that scrutiny untar- 
nished and triumphant, but a majority of the 
members would have tarnished the traditions of 
the House by refusing the Irish members the 
right of assisting in shaping the most impor- 
tant measure ever devised for obtaining judg- 
ment upon men on whom the interests of the 
nation whieh they represented were absolutely 
ag ypc (Cheers. 

wn Healy’s amendment was defeated-—283 to 
‘0 


The Parneliites left the House in a body, and 
the Chairman put the remaining clauses, which 
were carried without a division. 

The report stage of the Commission bill was 
fixed for Monday next.

The Parnellites consider that Mr. O’Shea, in 
writing to the Times about the meeting between 
Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Parnell after the 
Phenix Park murders, performed a purely 
gratuitous act. It is well known that a cool- 
ness has existed between Mr. O’Shea and Mr. 
Parnell for some time past. ~ 


BLAINE’S VIEWS OF CHAMBERLAIN. 

Cork, Aug. 2.—It is reported that Mr. 
Blaine, in conversation with some Town Coun- 
cilors who went on board _the steamer City of 
New-York, stated that he could not understand 
how Mr. Chamberlain was led to say that there 
were few prominent public men in America who 
favored Irish home rule. It would be difficult, 
said Mr. Blaine, to find any number of promi- 
nent Americans who were not homerulers. He 
did not believe in Mr. Chamberlain as 2 politi- 
ciar, and thought bis influence was almost 
wholly gone.

THE THREE EMPERORS TO MEET. 

BERLIN, Aug. 2.—The newspapers here 
announce that the Emperor of Germany, the 
Emperor of Russia, and the Emperor of Austria 


will meet at some point on the Austrian frontier 
in the Autumn. 

The rumors of a meeting between Queen Vic- 
toria and Emperor William at Baden are offi- 
cially declared to be untrue. 


THINKS STANLEY IS SAFE. 
BRvusSELS, Aug. 2.—Lieut. Wissmann, the 
German explorer, has come here from Berlin in 
response to a summons from King Leopold, who 
desired to obtair his opinion regarding the 
whereabouts of Stanley. Lieut. Wissmann 1n- 
formed the King that be did not believe that 
Stanley was Jost, and said that he hoped to hear 

good news of the explorer at an early date. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Lonpon, Aug. 2,—Mr. Edward Cooper, 
ex-Mayor of New-York, has left London for 
Paris. After remaining in the latter city for a 
time he will make a tour of Germany.

MADRID, Aug. 2.—A pillar of the cathedral 
at Seville fell to-day, causing a portion of the 
roof of the nave to collapse. The falling débris 
destroyed the organ and did other damage in 
the cathedral. 





SAVED BY A MADSTONE. 

ORLANDO, Fla., Aug. 2.—The wife of C. 
J. Scott, Pastor of the colored Baptist church 
of this city, was bitten on her foot by a ground 
rattlesnake yesterday morning. J. R. Auld and 
Poiiceman Jenkins hearing of the circumstance 
went to Dr. Chapman and procured a madstone 
belong to gM C. Rerdell and weni out to try the 
efficacy of the stone. Upon their arrival they 
tound the woman’s foot had swellen and was 
nearly black, causing herimuch pain. She could 
hardly be beld in bed. 

The stone was soaked in warm wacer and ap- 
— to the wound, to which it adhered very 

rmly for a few minutes, when it dropped off. 
After being again soaked in water and put to 
the place a second time it adhered as firmly as 
before. This was repeated several times, 
until it would not stick any longer, when 
the woman expressed herself as_ being 
very much relieved. The swelling was also per- 
ceptibly diminished. When the stone was re- 
placed inthe water after each application it 
would emit # greenish looking matter that came 
trom the vores. This same stone has saved 
three lives previously—two with injuries caused 
by mad dogs’ bites and one moccasin snake. 
The colored people regard it as a miracle. 





AN OLD MAN BURNED TO DEATH. 

PEEKSKILL, N. Y., Aug. 2.—At 11 o’clock 
the residence of Richard W. Horn at Lake Mo- 
hegan, five miles from here, was destroyed by 
fire. Henry Haight, aged 85 years, Mr. Horn’s 
granfather, was in the house at the time and 
was burned to a crisp. The only portion of his

LOWKY SAFE IN JAIL. 


HE SAYS HIS UNGOVERNABLE TEMPER 
CAUSED ALL THE TROUBLE. 

JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 2,—Rod F. Lowry 
is now safein jail. Deputy Sheriff L. F. Chiles 
and City Marshal Con Lusk received him from 
the New-Orleahs officers yesterday, and arrived 
here last night with him and locked him secure- 
ly in one of the cages of ths county jail. He re- 
tused, through his attorney, to submit to an 
interview, but talked freely to the two officers 
en route from New-Orleans. He told them he 
had no intention of making his final escape, 
but that he only intended to go off and re- 
main until his wife had fuily recov- 
ered from her injuries, when he 
would have returned. When questioned as 
to what caused him to so cruelly treat his wife, 
he said that her leaving him made him furious 


and that his ungovernable temper got the best 
of him. He denied being crazy. He stated that 
when he fled he was under the impression that 
he had killed her, and learned no better until 
the nextday. His destination was Fort Worth, 
Texas. He sent his wife yesterday from New- 
Orleans a very handsome bouquet of flowers, 
which she has hot deignea to lovk at. He also 
showed Mr. Chiles a boautiful set of jewelry he 
had purchased fer her, intending to send 1t had 
he not been so unexpectedly placed under arrest. 

This would indicate that he still had hopes of 
&@ reconciliation. He told Mr. Chiles that if his 
wife would agree net to proseeute him for his 
assault upon her he would take no action to 
prevent the courts awarding her an absolute di- 
vorce. Mr. Chiles replied that an abosulte di- 
‘vorce would be granted whether he took action to 
prevent itior not, and that he had been informed 
that his wife’s relatives would prosecute him to 
the bitter end. He said he was awareof the bitter 
feeling in the comwunity against him, and was 
afraid of personal vivlence when the train 
arrived. Mr. Chiles assured him that there was 
no danger now, the feeling having somewhat 
subsided since it was known that his wife was 
not fatally hurt. This news was very gratifying 
to him, and in order to avoid the crowds always 
congregated at the station the ofticer took 
Lowry off the train before it reached the sta- 
tion and conveyed him to jail by a street not 
much traveled. His preliminary trial will not 
occur for several days, and it is possible it will 
be waived and bail demanded. 

As seon as this case is disposed of Sheriff 
Thomas bas another warrant for Lowry’s ar- 
rest on an indictment charging him with shoot- 
ing at Conductor McCutchen with intent to 
kill some weeks ago at Vaughbno’s Station, on the 
Illinois Central Railroad. Lowry does not 
know of the existence of this warrant and before 
he cap quit his present quarters in the county 
oy he will haveto give vondin both cases. It 

s thought that he will be able to give both 
bonds without any trouble, as his two brothers 
are reported as saying that they would be able 
te give the bonds no matter how high they 
were fixed. ; 





MOTHS BY THE BUSHEL 

EASTON, Penn., Aug. 2.—Moths by the 
thousand flew around the 64 ‘electric lights in 
this city last night, lit on the carbons, and then 
dropped dead in the globes. ¥8en the mon 
who renew the carbons visited the lights this 
morning they found on an average two quarts 
of dead moths in each globe, a total of four 


bushels, besides the lot that had fallen on the 
ground during the night. 


READING, Penn., Aug. 2,—This city had a 
remarkable visitation last night of moths. Myr- 
jads of them infested the air, resembling at a 
distance a snowstorms They were tirst noticed 
flying around the electric lights abeut 8 o’cluck, 
and gradualiy increased to such numbers as to 
obscure the brilliancy of the lights. Passengers 
on the street cars us they passed under the 
lumps were covered with the insects, and hand- 
kerchiefs, hats, and fans were plied vigorously 
to keep them off. Fires were built under the 
lights and heaps of the moths were burned. 
Penn-street saloon men Were compelled to close 
their front dvors to keep out the pests, which 
were attracted to the barrooms by the bright 
lights. The doors and windows of dwelling 
houses had also to be kept closed to keep them 
out. Local scientists pronounced them cotton 
moths, and they evidently came from the South. 
They are said to precede a hot wave. 





MARYLAND PROHIBITIONISTS. 
GLYNDON, Md., Aug. 2.—The State Prohi- 
bition Convention met here to-day and brought 
together delegates and others to the number of 
100. Prominent among those present were the 
candidates of 1884, St. John and Daniels, the 
latter of whom called the convention to order. 


The first business taken up was the nomination 
of Congressmen, with the following result: 
Second District, Joseph L. Benson of Baitimore 
County; Third Distriet, J. D. Downing. Balti- 
more City; Fourth District, the Rev. N. H. 
Reed, Baltimore City. The Fifth District was 
laid over indefinitely, and nominations for tne 
two others had been previously made. The 
Committee on Resolutions was a long time in 
reporting. Thedraft brought in by it indorses 
the national platform and continues:

1HE REAL FAOIS OF PEN- 
SION LEGISLATION. 
CLEVELAND HAS SIGNED MORE BILLS 
THAN ALL THE REPUBLICAN PRESI- 
DENTS—MR. LONG’S RETIREMENT. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Alyin P. Hovey of 
the First District of Indiana would like to be 
the Republican candidate for Governor of his 
State and may get the nomination if the Repub- 
licans permit ex-Gov. Porter to decline the 
honor. Porter’s doubts about Harrison’s ability 
to carry his own State do not depress Hovey 
and he would jump at the chance of being eleet- 
ed. Col. C. C. Mataon, also a member of the 
House of Representatives, is # Democratic can- 
didate. Tointerest the soldiers of the State, 
whom he assumes to be not all Republic- 
ans, he made a speech a short time ago 
in which he claimed for the Democratic Party 
the disposition to be as geuerous to the soldiers 
as the Republicans have been. Mr. Hovey, who 
is not a conspicuous man inthe House, foit im- 
pelled to match Mr. Matson's effort. Saturday 
be made along speech, in which he said a great 
many things whicn he will probably admit were 
exaggerated statements aud which he will not 
altogether believe himself. One of these was 
the assertion that *‘ the Democratic Party, from 
the President down, is opposed to. all 
pension legislation.” He ventured to give 
®& reason for Democratic support of the 
Mills bill, which has not been offered before, 
and which ought to be known by the Senate be- 
fore Mr. Allison, the tariff reformer of the Sen- 
ate, brings in his substitute forthe Mills meas- 
ure. Mr. Hovey declared that he was against 


the Mills bill because, if passed, it would destroy 
all hope of pension legislation. If Mr. Allison is 
as good a tariif reformer as he was in 1870, 
when he advocated a 20 per cent. reduction 
“all _along the line,” his bill, if 1t makes 
any reduction of revenue, will be 
only less offensive to Mr. Hovey in 
degree than the Mills bill, Mr. Holman inter- 
rupted Mr. Hovey’s speech: at a convenient mo- 
Ment to siate that when the Domocrats had at- 
tempted to give lands to soldiers the bill passed 
by the Democratic House had been beaten by a 
Republican Senate. Mr. Hovey repeated a good 
deal of tne Republican stock talk against toe 
President for vetoing the private pensivn bills 
pusbed through Congress by hungry pension 
agents, and Mr. McKinuey of New-Hampshire. 
In answer, brought forward some. elo- 

uent statistics. He showed that while 
auring the last three. years of Repub- 
lican  cvuntrol 191,221 pensioners had 
been added to the rolls, during the three years 
of Democratic control the number added was 
359,459. Thé Republican Administration in the 
three years before Cleveland came in had expena- 
ed $183,393,000 in pensions, while the Adminis- 
tration of Clevelaud in three years had expended 
$217,399,000. President Cleveland during his 
three years of service has signed 1,264 pension 
bills, as against 1,524 signed by all the Repub- 
lican Presidents from Lincoln to Arthur, Mr. 
McKinney directed some attention to the sub- 
ject of the rebel tlags in the War Department 
and provoked Capt, Bouteile to utter a few 
words on his pet topic.

There was a renewal in the Senate to-day of 
the discussion of the fisheries treaty, when the 
august Republican Party was heard through 
Senator Riddleberger of Virginia. Riddleberger 


evidently wants to have a war, but if the Irish 
people who happen to hear that he made a 
belligerent speech Enew the senior Virginia 
Senator as Well as he is known by his collegues, 
hia proposition for a third war with Great 
Britain will excite no more alarm than the pub- 
hieation of @ hitherto undiscovered witticism by 
Artemus Ward. Mr. Riddleberger wisély waived 
the task of aualyzing the fisheries treaty, and 
expressed bis willingness to stand by the opin- 
jon of its provisions pronounced by the attorney 
of the Eastern interests that are opposing a 
settiement of the dispute by diplomacy. The 
speech of Riddleberger can scarcely excite any 
otuer feeling than one of contempt for a party 
that can countenance s0 flippant and trumpery 
a@ discussion of such a serious problem. The 
speech of Mr. Morgan of Alabama which fol- 
| owed it wus tothe point, aud it indicated dis- 
tinctly the weakness of the Republicans in their 
position. He made 4 puint in crisicising their 
refusal to negotiate, while the Republicans are 
declaribg tiat the time for negotiation has 
passed. Mr. Hoar has just secured the appoint- 
ment of a committee of Senators who are to 
enter upon a labor which may not improperly 
be called one of negotiation on points interest- 
ing Canada and the Uspited States. In the 
course of a brief controversy with Mr. Evarts, 
Mr. Morgau expressed his willingness to joina 
party that would stand for the abrogation of 
the treaty of 1818, and contend even in arms 
for the rights secured by the Revo- 
lutionary war, but he expressed preference 
for dealing with the trouble by pacific means. 
He took up the majority report against the 
treaty to show how plainly a partisan feeling 
inspired the opposition to the agreement and 
enucavored to find out from the Republicans 
why they did not prove their ability to cope 
with the matter in controversy by amending 
the treaty. The factis that the Senate Repub- 
licans are nO more capable of offering reason- 
able amendments two the fisheries treaty than 
the House Republicans were to offer a reason- 
able substitute for tne Mills Tariff bill. The 
motto of Mr. Edmunds and Mr. Hoar ia: ‘ Put 
the Democrats in a bole.” With that metto and 
a general “ permit” policy to guide them, they 
are determined that even if they can prevent it, 
there shall centinue to be irritation between

To the People. of the Second Congressional District 
of Massachusetts: 

Declining to be a candidate for renomination as a 
member of Congress, I thank you most sincerely 
for the coufidence you have placed in me and the 
great kindness [ have had at your hanas. [ feel 
deeply the generosity with which, since I entered 
political service in 1875, 1 have been treated by all 
constituencies that have intrusted to me their 
interests. Nothing could be more cordial than 
their support, or more delightiul than my relation 
with them, No man ever looked back on a more un- 
broken record in these respects. I am also glad te 
say that such public place as I have had camo with- 
out money and without price, without obligation 
except the obligation of deserving the contidence 
of « constituency, and without solicitation at 
any time of any man’s help or favor or intinenee 
or vote. If, therefore, [ believed that my 
services, which I have tried tuo render faith- 
fully, were of a value that could not be 
easily replaced, [ would still tender them. 
But nearly six years’ experience in the National 
House of Representatives convinces me that such 
is not the case, and, preferring on personal grounds 
the independence and opportunities of private life 
while I can avail myself of them, I desire to 
retire from your service, but not, I trust, from that 
participation in public affairs which is the duty of a 
citizen in the rauks, and which he can often make 
more useful than if he held place. I therefore with- 
draw my name from the approaching convention.

Aldrich has borne the greatest share of the 
troublesome task which is promising to 
break down Mr. Hiscock. One of the 
greatest «difficulties yet encountered is the 
waking of a thoroughly satisfactory rate on 
ateel billets. The steel rail men have the benefit 
ot a rate of $17 per ton on steel rails, and 
will fight a proposition te reduce this to $14. 
The duty on stee!] billets, of which a great many 
things are made, is $8, and the manufacturers 
of steel billets have about persuaded the Sena- 
tors to raise the duty to $10 20. Mr. Moen of 
the well-known firm of Moen, Washburn & Co., 
has heard of this proposition. His firm not only 
makes wire outof steel billets and fences out 
of the wire, but it makes wire rod enough to sell 
to a great many small concerns that do not 
make wire. He does not want the duty raised, 
as the firm would be “ ruined” if its opportuni- 
ty to use the billets produced abroad was inter- 
fered with. The smali concerns that draw wire 
only and make no rods are anxious to have the 
duty on wire rods reduced. This does not suit 
Moen, Washburn & Co., and the small con- 
cerns say that the Massachusetts mauufacturers 
are in a “ trust” to keep up the cost of rods and 
prevent access to foreign markets. The smail 
concerna came here early, butit is doubtful if 
they secure a reduction of the wire rods duty in 
the face of such well-capitalized oppesition as 
the Moen concern.

GAMBLING IN PUTS AND OALLS. 


SINNERS LECTURED BY THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE CHICAGO BOARD. 

CuicaGco, Aug. 2.—A small section of the 
judgment day struck the Board of Trade this 
afternoon, but struck it mildly. An investiga- 
tion had been in progress for some time to as- 
certain who were the sinners—that is, those 
who had been guilty of trading in “puts” and 
“calls,” violating the rules of the board and 
of a law of the State of Illinois. The 
committees which did the investigating suc- 
ceeded in identifying 75 or more sinners, 
many of whom confessed at once and implored 
mercy. A few, however, being unrepentant, had 
denied their guilt. The committee made its re- 
port to-day to the Board of Directors, which as- 
sembled to sit in judgment on the culprits, only 
29 or 30 of whom appeared. Chief among them 
were three big operators, Messrs. Ream, Roche, 
and Lindblom. All were huddled in an outer 
room while the tribunal put the finishing 
touches on its mind. This took half an hour 
ormore. Finally the door of the inner room 
opened and the herd of goats was induced to 
go in. Quite a number of the sheep stood 
zround epjoying the situation: The door closed. 
President Hutchinson occupied an exaited po- 
sition and wore a very solemp look. The other 
Directors sat around and were equally deter- 
mined not to smile if they could help 1t. 

The President made some general remarks re- 
garding the seriousness of the offense commit- 
ted and referred to the fact that the obnoxious 
practice had grown up gradually and by force 
vf a number of influences whica it was only fair 
to consider in the nature of extenuating cir- 
cumstances in dealing with those who had 
offended, He said also that an effort would 
be made. to stup the practices henceforth 
and that 100 or more of the most iufiuential 
members of the board had agreed to stand by 
the Directors in accomplishing this desired end. 
He toid the unfortunates cowering before him 
that they had violated section 9 of rule 4 and 
tuat the Directors had decided that they must 
be censured. They would therefore please 
consider themselves censured. 

President Hutchinson also announced to the 
oftenders that the Koard of Directors had passed 
aresolution to the efiect that in future any 
member who is detected trading in privileges 
shall be expelled and any member guilty of 
trading out of reguiar hours shall be suspended 
for pot less than 60 days. Secret committees, hoe 
said, had been appointed whose duty it was to 
ascertain whoviolated these regulations and to 
report them to the Directors. 

As the disciplined members filed out some 
laughed, some appeared utterly indifferent, and 
afew Wore an injured look. Itis quite gener- 
ally believed that by reason of the action of the 
bourd to-day trading in “puts” and “calls” 
will be practically stopped for some time at 
least. The risk is too great for members to take 
at present. In time watchtuliness may cease 
and the practice may spring up again. Thirty 
or 40 members remain yet to be censured. They 
are known to be guilty and were notified to ap- 
pear to-day, but for some reason did not do so. 

The suspension of Brollers Crafts for one year 
and of Messrs. Canutner and Cowles for six 
months each in cases which came up two weeks 
ago, was revoked by the Directors to-day. Their 
offense was exactly the same as that of those 
who were simply censured, and the board could 
of course not refuse to put them all on the same 
footing. ‘The Directors decided not to make any 
minute on the records of the names of 
those who were censured or of the fact that any 
wera censured. It was thought best that the 
records should show nothing of the matter. A. 
H. Bliss, one of the censured, demurred to this 
and insisted, but in vain, that everything go on 
record. Itis the theory of the members that if 
all the accused had been suspended the board 
would have had to go out of business for a time. 


A TEA MERCHANT DISAPPEARS. 

Rep Bank, N. J., Aug. 2.—George Hamill 
of the firm of Stout & Hamill, tea merchants of 
Middletown, has disappeared. On Monday of 
last week Mr. Hamill drove to Long Branch 
with the delivery wagon and stopped at Richard 
West's hotel. He was last seen there at 5o0’clook 
that afternoon. On the day following John 
Stout, his partner, went to Long Branch and se- 
cured the horse and wagon. The stock was in 
good condition and the books and bills were in 
their customary places. Mr. Hamill was stead 
in his habits. He was 25 years old, unmarried, 
5 feet 6 inches in height, with a tair com- 
plexion, and wore a mustache and light side 
whiskers. His mother lives in Cortland, N. Y. 
His friends have instituted a search for him. 
They believe that he bas lost bis reason.

COSTING ONE MILLION DOLLARS. 

Boston, Aug. 2.—All of the 35 cases 
against the Boston and Providence Railroad 
Company arising out of the Bussey Bridge aeci- 
dent and which were placed in the hands ef 
George Fred Williams have been settled with- 
out atrial.

SORRENTO, NEAR BAR HARBOR, TO 
ENTERTAIN MR. CLEVELAND—PO- 

LITICAL TRIP TO BANGOR. 

SORRENTO, Me., Aug. 2.—This place, on 
Frenehman’s Bay, now generally known at Bar 
Harbor and along the ceast as the * Adminis- 
tration resort,” is one of the most beautiful on 
the Maine coast line. Although now com para- 
tively unknown it 1s likely before Auguat has 
passed to become prominent as the place where 
President Cleveland, Daniel Lamont, and Secre- 
tary Whitney took an outing. It 18s at present 
composed of about three dozen buildings, 
termed cottages, but which cost many thou- 
sands of dollars cach and which are, so far as 
size goes, suitable for hotels in a moderate-sized 
city. Then there is a tine café and three steam- 
boat wharves, fine drives giving a succession of 
mingled marine and landscape views. 

The place proper contains about 5,000 acres, 
which, while they could have been purchased 
two or three years ago for a song, are now held 
at thousands of dollars per acre. Secretary 
Whitney, Daniel Lamont, Isaac Lawrence of 
New-York, W. F. Cochran, Treasurer of the 
Alexander Smith & Son Carpet Company of 
Yonkers; the Hon. Frank Jones of Portsmouth, 
N. H.; Charles Sinclair, President of the Worces- 
ter and Nashua Railroad; James P. Cook, a part- 


ner of Mr. Jones; Rear-Admiral Selfridge, Gen. 
Greely of arctic fame,Gen. Rochester,Gen. Bénet, 
and Gen. Moore of the United States Army. Sev- 
eral officials of the Navy Department, in addition 
to Commodores Schley and Harmon, and a host 
of Philadelphia and Boston people, own laud 
and cottages. Among the visitors are Mrs. 
Charles Saunders and Miss Grace Saunders, Dr. 
Mayo, Surgeou United States Navy; Perry Bel- 
mont, Mr. and Mrs. William Cauldwell, Miss 
Ida Rodgers, all of New-York: Mr. and Mrs. 
Franklin Steele, Mr. and Mrs. Edward Mo- 
Cauley, Mr. and Mrs. A. D. Addison, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. V. McCollier, and Mrs. William Griswold 
and son of Philadelphia. ’ 

Regarding the visit of President Cleveland 
here, it may be set down as a fact, although the 
matter bas been kept quiet up to the present 
time, and aitheugh rumors have been in circula- 
tion to the effect that he would visit Bar 
Harbor, unless Congress shall so prolong its 
session as to make necessary a change in the 
Pian. A Presidential party, having the Pres- 
ident, his wife, and some eight or ten friends, 
will leave Washington about the middle of 
August. They will be joined in Portland by the 
Hon. William L. Putnam, a member of the 
recent Fishery Commission, and a few uthers. 
The party will then proceed directly to this 
place, which will be his headquarters. The 
Frenchman’s Bay Land Company owns a fine 
sidewheel steamer, whieh will be at the disposal 
of the party, and from here frequenttrips will be 
made to Bar Harbor, six miles across the bay, 
where the family of Secretary Whitney is now 
staying. 

The party will occupy a mammoth cottage, a 
three-story building, owned by James P. Cook, 
partner of the Hon. Frank Jones of Portsmouth. 
Ine location of this is somewhat retired and is 
on a bluff which gives a magnificent ocean view. 
It contains a kitchen, drawing room, dining 
rleom, parior, and large hall on the lower 
iloor, all finished in oak; four rooms and bath- 
room on the second floor; six rooms above these, 
while on the flat roof there is a large prome- 
nade. Hot and cold water and all other modern 
improvements have been incorperated into its 
construction, and it is really a magnificent home, 
with rustic surroundings on three sides and 
th» ocean in front. Near this is the home o? Mr. 
t.amont, whieh is at present occupied by Mrs. 
Lawont, her two daughters, Bessie and Madge, 
und Mrs. and Miss Saunders, all of whom board 
at the eafé close by. Plans have been drawn, 
however, for such additions as will enable the 
Lost and hostess to entertain the people at the 
eottage, which will be perfected Caibre the 
President and Mr. Lamont arrive. Mrs. Lamont 
stated yesterday thatthe President and her 
busband would pay their respects to Sorrento 
in August, but coulda not tell the time.

here will be one and only one political dem- 
onstration during the trip in which President 
eveland wil: take part, and -that will take 
place at Bangor, the home of Congressman 
Boutelie and of the Hon. Edwin C. Burleizh, 
the Republican candidate for Governor. The 
Hon, William L. Putnam is the Democratic can- 
didate, and for him President Cleveland enter- 
tains a high regard,so much so that, had he 
been a Western man, he would have been ap- 
ointed to the Chief-Justiceship. As the out- 
ook is bright for the Demucracy in the home of 
Blaine, Mr. Cleveland will lend a hand. The 
last week in the month there occurs a big 
agricultural show, and on Friday of this week 
the President will be there. The plan now is 
for the Sixth Massachusetts Regiment, which 
will be then on a visit to Bar Harbor, to do 
eseort duty, and for Mr. Clevelana to address 
the :peopie.

FIRENZI VOUTRUNS HIM AT A 
MILH AND A HALF. 

A SENSATIONAL’ RACE RUN IN RECORD 
TIME AT THE MONMOUTH PARK 
RACE TRACK. 

At length The Bard has been beaten, but 
he has not been disgraeed. To Mr. Haggin’s 
California filly Firenzi is due the credit of low- 
ering the colors of Mr. Cassatt’s famous horse 
tor the first time this year. It was a really 
grand race for both the victor and the beaten

tance, Luke Blackburn having made the same 
time at Monmouth as a 38-year-old on Aug. 17, 
1880, with 102 pounds up, and Jim Guest when 
4 years old and carrying but 98 pounds, having 
made a like recordat Washington Park, Chicago, 
July 24, 1886. As Firenzi yesterday carried 
113 pounds and The Bard had 120 pounds up, 
the performances of both are really better than 
any previous race at the distance. In the face 
of the ill luck which has seemed to follow his 
stable so long it was welcome news whieh J. B. 
Haggin, now visiting in Paris, rebeived last 
evening from his son, Ben Ali Haggin, ina 
cablezgram announcing Firenzi’s victory. Mr. 
Cassatt will not know of Lhe Bard’s defeat for 
some days yet, as he is now on the ocean on his 
way home. 

Though The Bard and Firenzi were the only 
starters in the race, which was fer the Freehold 


Stakes, it was a good betting race. First, David 
Johnson of the bookmaking firm of Appleby & 
Johnsen went the rounds of the ring betting 
$1,000 at a time with every ene who wanted 
some of it en The Bard, as if the race eould 
not be lost. The small bettors backed 
Firenzi as a rule, their reason being that the 
odds against her were longer than against 
The Bard. They seemed to have no other rea- 
son fordoingit. But just before the horses 
went to the post some one went threugh the 
petting ring and backea Firenzi at $500 a chip 
with every bookmaker who wanted any of it. 
This knocked the odds down ftom 2 to 1, which 
had been the prevailing figure up to that time, 
te 8 to 5, which waf thé ruling price when the 
horses went to the post for the race. 

Firenzi was the first toappear at the post, 
and was roundly applauded by the great crow 
assembled at the track to seé the gréat struggie. 
The applause showed where the money of the 
publie was placed. The applause which greeted 
The Bard and his rider, the veteran “Billy” 
Gayward, was the applause due to 4 great 
racer and admiration for him asa horse. The 
pair were at the starting post but a moment. 
On the first aftempt at a start Mr. Caldwell 
one hits red bandana fiag, and the journey 
was begun. 

Hayward knew that he could not afford to 
ride a waiting race, 86 he sent The Bard out to 
the front and set a lively pace, opening up a 
lead ef a couple of lengths in the first sixteenth 
of amile. Firenzi hung close to him, and at no 
time during the first entire circuit of the track 
was The Bard more than three lengths in 
front of her. After thé full mile had been 
passed, and as the horses were rounding 
the turh into the home stretch Garrison shook 
Firensi up a bit, and began slowly, but surely 
to slos6 up on the pride of Chesterbrook. He 
rode hor easily, but he was riding her and Hay- 
word knew it. So he began work on the Bard, 
and finally had to resort to the whip in order to 
try and avert the defeat that was surely over- 
taking him. Work as hard as he could, 
though, he eonld not prevent the California 
filly from gaining on him, and when near the 
last sixteenth pole the pair wererunning on even 
terms and every one on the track knew what 
Hayward did—that Tbe Bard was beaten—for 
Firenzi is particularly strong at the end of her 
races. “Snapper” Garrison gave Firenzi her 
head a bit, and in a few seeonds wore The Bard 
was beaten by two lengths. 

It was a grand race, splendidly run and splen- 
didly won,and the cheers which greeted the 
victor and her jockey were thoroughly well de- 
served. Another turf idol had been everthrown, 
temporarily at least, but the idol is by no means 
a broken one. The Bard has bad along rest, too 
long it would seem, and yesterday’s race will do 
him good. He ran up to within a half second of 
the record time certainly, and ene can hardly 
ask mere consistent running than that even 
from a turf champion. The first quarter mile 
of the race was run in 0:27 the kalf in 0:52, 
the three-quarters in 1:18,the mile in 1:42, 
and the mile and a quarter in 2:08. 

For the opening dasbof a mile Sir Joseph 
was scratched by Mr. Pulsifer in order to give 
Aretino, who is handled by the same trainer, a 
better chance in the race, the latter being well 
backed by the Pulsifer partys who thought they 
had a real good thing. Flageoletta was weil 
backed by Matt Jordan and bis friends, but the 
actual favorite in the betting was Stride- 
away, Mrs. Lerillard’s colt, about whose 
private trials at a mile wonderful 
rumors were in every one’s mouth. The 
remainder of the starters were net backed at 
all, save by such people as are always on the 
loskout for leng shots, and the other five were 
decidedly longshots. When Mr. Caldwell sent 
the lot off for their journey it was on the first 
attempt and to ar excellent start. Once fully 
in motion Glenmound and Flageoletta shot out 
in front to make what proved to bea very lively 
pace. Tenafly, Aretino, and Strideaway were 
ina bunch just behind and all together. In 
moving around the tirst turn Flageoletta took 
the command, and once in front remained there 
te the end. But she had to stir ber red flannel- 
bandaged legs in the liveliest possible fashion 
in order to win by a_ head as she 
did in the end. Glenmound fellaway in moving 
eround the last turn and Strideaway and Ben- 
edictins, frem the two Lorillard stables, weut 
up to the vicinity of the fiying Flageoletta, 
Aretino joining them in the home strecth. 
There was a red-hot driving and whipping 
finish, aud a good one it was, for Flageeletta 
waa in front only by the length of her head and 
neck at the end, with Benedictine but a nose in 
front ef Strideaway, who was a half length 
before the much-touted Aretino. It was a good 
race, as tke time, 1:42, shows. 

A sweepstakes for 2-year-olds at three- 
quarters of a mile which followed furnished a 
good race both to bet on and to see. Grooms- 
man, Mias Cody, ana Tenny were all backed by 
the owners anid the followers of the respective 
stables to which they beleng. It wiil be a 
souree of gratification to all respectable people 
to knew that “Dave” Gideen, the low-browed 
and jow-bred owner of Greoimsman, backed his 
eoit very beavily and lost every doliar he 
wagered on him, a case where retributive justice 
fot in its tine- work on the manipulator of Lumi- 
nary and Grenadier, When the lag fell for the 
start Clarissa jumped out in front at once, but 
held her advantage for only an instant, Miss 
Cody, Chemise, Sefton, Groomsman, Floodtide, 
and Gendarme ai! passing her before the firat 
quarter pole waa reached, Chemise got to the 
front in making the turn by the railroad tracks, 
with Miss Cody and Sefton chasing her hard.

A WOMAN MURDERS HER MALE COM- 

PANION AND THEN KILLS HERSELF. 

PITTSBURG, Aug. 2.—The bodies of Charles 
W. De Knight and May Patton are lying at the 
Morgue, the result of a tragedy, this morn- 
ing at the Metropolitan Hotel. shortly 
after 5 o’clock this morning a man accom- 
panied by a woman called at the hotel 
and asked for a room. He wrote his 
name on the registerina seratching hand, ‘ C, 
L. Lewis and wife, Pniladelphia.” They were 
assigned to Room Ne. 2. At 9 o’elock Mra, 
Turney, @ domestic im the house, was in the 


hallway below and started to run np stairs. She 
just reached the first landing when two shots 
were heard. She ran up to where Cook, the 
clerk, was sleeping, and shouted, ‘“‘ Those people 
in No. 2. are killing each other.” By the time 
Coek reached the scene the woman was dead, 
and the man gasping his last breath. What oc- 
curred in the reom, or what led to the double 
tragedy, will never be known. 

When the officers entered the girl was lying 
backward across the bed, her feet touching the 
floor, She héld # 32-calibre self-acting revolver 
firmly olutched in her right hand, The left was 
thrown carelessly back on the bed, from which 
had fallen a small hand qirror. A bullet 
hole just back of the eé from which 
the warm blood was flowing, saturating the bed 
clothing and dripping through on tke floor, told 
the story of suicide. In the eorner ef the 
room, just beside the bed, lay the man gasp- 
ine his last A bullet hole in the temple 
just .over the left eye told the story 
of murder. it was evident from the situatien 
that the qirl had first shot the man, and, be- 
heving her werk well done, she, with the mirror 
to direct the shooting, sent a bullet crashing 
through her own brain, The thumb ef the 
right hand was blackened from the smoke of 
the revolver. 

A letter addressed to James Taggart, Hunt- 
ingdon, Penn, which was found among the 
girl’s effects, told the story. In it she intimated 
that he would be surprised to hear what she 
had dene. The only motive she gave 
was that she was tired of living and 
that she would not die alone. De Knight 
Was about 25 years of age. His family has 
always occupied a high social positien here. 
His sister is a missionary among the Indians. 
She has written a number of letters from her 
present field of werk that have been very inter- 
esting. Miss Patton lived with her parents at 
Johnstown, Penn, She has always borne a good 
reputation and moved in the best social 
circles, A theory for the shooting is that De 
Knights had been acquainted with the girl for 
some time, and, becoming tirea of the her, de- 
termined to break off. When he told her this 
she became desperate and committed the rash 
deed that ended two lives. 





LAWRENOE WEAVERS STRIKE. 


THREE HUNDRED LEAVE THEIR LOOMS, 
DEMANDING HIGHER WAGES, 

Boston, Aug. 2.——A strike of weavers at 
the Arlington Mill in Lawrenee last night as- 
sumed serious proportions to-day. Last even- 
ing 150 weavers quit work owing to a refusal 
of their request to increase wages 10 cents per 
cut. This morning 80 more left their looms and 
atnoon 50 joined the strikers, making abeut 
300 now on strike and nearly 600 looms idle. 


William Whitman, President of the National 
Association of Weolen Manufacturers, is the 
Treasurer of the Arlington corporation, and 
this lends additional interest to the matter. 
The weavers were working on worsted dress 
goods, and they claim that fair wages cannot be 
made by the most expert among them on this 
line ef goods, or more than .$6 par week. The 
Superintendent yesterday offered the weavers a 
remium of 26 ¢ents per month. This was re- 
ected and only served to extend the strike. 

Treasurer Whitinan told a Posi reporter to-day 
that “the strike has evidently been incited by 
some malevolent person, The work is all white 
work, cotton warp, with worsted filling. and is 
very nice, easy, plain werk. It1s a new class 
of work, and the weavers, mostly women, for 
s0Ime reason have not taken hold of it as well as 
they should have doné, or turned off as much of 
it as they mieht have done, it being piece work.” 
Mr. Whitman does not deny the statement that 
the weavers earned not more than $6 per week, 
but says itis misleading, and, while it may he 
true that some ef the weavers on that class of 
work are making less than $6 per week, 
“experienced weavers can easily make from 
$7 to $9.”" He said they were paying as much 
if not more than other people were doing, and 
all they could afford to pay in the present con- 
dition of the market. ‘‘We have always been 
regarded as very liberal, I believe, and it is our 
purpose to be so. We want our operatives to 
receive all it is possible for us to pay.” 

As Mr. Whitman advertised in the Boston 
papers this evening for weavers, it is evident 
he does not intend to pay the additional 10 cents 
per cut demanded.

Dr. R. 8. Storrs writes to the owner of the 
Independent from the Adirondacks that his ex- 
pression as to ‘taking to the woods’’ was made 
hastily, and that ‘it becomes increasingly prob- 
able that I [he} shall again vote for the Repub- 
lican ticket.”

whom I have sympathized ia political thought. 
At any rate I wait for further developments be- 
fore joining the ranks of those who go out from 
it, though for them or any of them I have no 
word or thought of disrespect.” 


On the question of temperance Dr, Storrs 
Bays: 


“This does not imply, however, that I like the 
platform set forth at Chicago any better now 
than amonth ago. That platform says, prac- 
tically, as I understand it, ‘ Keep the tariff as it 
is, increase it if need be for further protection to 
— industries, and‘reduce the revenue, if 

t continues too large, by taking off the internal 
taxes en tobacco and whisky.’ In the second of 
these conditiona! provisions the platform seema 
to take,1n substance, the very ground which 
was presented in the Democratic platform of 
four years ago, against which I then argued and 
voted, and I am wholly unable to shift my posi- 
tion so suddenly and completely. 

“I believe,still, that the tax on whisky hampers. 
its manufacture, discourages and measurably 
limits its use. It is, at any rate,a kind of 
national protést against the unchecked con- 
sumption of the dangerous article, and tor moral 
reasons, as Well as economical, I desire to have 
it maintained and unsparingly collected. To 
represeat the best sentiment of the Republican 
Party the platform, itseems to me, should on 
this question have faced exactly the other way, 
while to it should have been added—not a 
xeneral commonplace sentence, approving tem- 
peranes and morality, to whieh everybody out- 
side of & jail or an asylum must bay amen—but 
a hearty and tnequivocal indorsement of the 
efforts made in many States, and made chiefly 
by Republicans, to limit the sale of intoxicants 
by imposing high-license fees on these engaged 
in the Dusiness, Thisis the one ethical ques- 
tion survivingin our pelitics and presenting 
itself in the present “campaign.” The answer 
to it should be not theeretico, in the 
clouds, bat prompt, practical, and gov- 
erning, on the line vf salutary sooial 
regulation; and it is an oecasion of pro- 
found regret that the party which faced slaver 
and fought it to the death, and which rescue’ 
the Nation from the bottomless bog of an irre- 
deemable currency, ahould lave failed to see 
and to seize the great opportunity to do here an 
analogous work. The late convention appears 
to me to have been on this subject distinotly 
untrue to the best and noblest traditions of the 
party, and to have quite disregarded thas force 
called conscience, whieh was wont to be its 
mest effective and persistent ally.” 


After expressing the hope that the party will 
“ prové wiser, sounder, more courageous in this 
matter than were those who undertook to speak 
in its name,” Dr. Storrs continues: 


“On the question of the tariff my position is 
net very different from that which I have out- 
lined on this matter of temperance. I am not 
ap expert in discussions of this sort, but for 
more than 40 years, ever since [ began to think 
seriously on the subject, [I have not doubted 
that it is the right and the duty of a 
nation situated as ovra is to encourage 
and protect its own industries, up to the 
point of making them self-sustaining, and 
self-sustaining on a basis of wages higher than 
those wee in European countries to meshanics 
and laborers of equal skill. It seems to me not 
important only, but positively indispensable to 
national — on @ large scale, that the 
fabrics of woolen, cotton, linen, of iron,” steel, 
giass, wood, tin, clay, which are needed here in 
common use should be produced on our shores 
and not be generally imported from abroad. 
Manufacturing independence is as im- 
portant in its place as is political inde- 
pendenee, is, in fact, closely associated 
with that ; while it appears to me 
wholly incerrect te assert that a tariff having 
this end in view will finally oppressively exag- 
gerate the price of the fabrics here used and 
produeed. On the other hand, the sharp at- 
trition of domestic competitions, with improve- 
ments in instruments and the progress in edu- 
cation of mind and hand, tends naturally to re- 
duce prices to what they would have been, or to 
less than they would have been, if the same 
articles had been brought over sea and if the 
foreign manufacturers had not had to reckon 
with effective eompetition on this side of the 
ocean, 


After arguing further in favor of protection 
Dr. Storrs says: 


“The peer of protection, which our fathers 
initiated almost & hundred years ago, commends 
itself to me as essentially wise, and I cannot 
vote forany party or any candidate by whem tar- 
ifflaws are regarded as an inequitable scheme, 
permitting a tax to be laid upon every commu- 
nity in the land for the benefit of manu- 
facturers, and adding the amount of the 
duty to the eost of living in every 
home. Such statements, with others of a 
similar tenor presented in the President’s mes- 
sage of seven months ago, secm logieally to in- 
tend free trade as their conciusion, whether or 
nof that conclusion is distinctly announced. 
The English press appears to me unquestion- 
ably rightin putting this interpretation upon 
them. With my contrary convietions [I could 
not honestly cast a vote in that direction, 

This does not at all imply, however, that the 
tariff, as at present existing among us, appears 
to me the fair and final thing which the Chicago 
og ag seems implicitly to assume it to be. 

u the other hand, regard it as at 
wany points defective amd injurious, need- 
img prompt and Careful revision and a wise 
readjustment. Such readjustment must be 
always in order where a tariff has long 
continued unchanged. Obviously when do- 
mestic manufactures which at first needed 
to be protected have received that protection 
till they huve become self-sustaining, and self- 
sustaining on the basis of tair American wages, 
the duties on the similar foreign products may 
be gradually lowered, tothe present relief of 
purchasers, and without peril to the life ef our 
Own industries. So any diminution which oc- 
curs in the cost of materials entering into our 
fabriesa, through the stimulus given to their 
production, will enhance, may enhauce unduly, 
the profit on those fabrics; while eombination 
among manufacturers may at any time 
take the place of free competition, lifting prices 
to an artificial level, or holding them there, to 
the pecuniary benefls of the manufacturer, but 
not of the wage earner, and not at all of the 
public on whose behalf laws are suppesed to be 
inade. At such periods, therefore, andI think 
this is one of them, the existing application of 
the protective system should come up for 
searching review and a timely readjustment. 
An intelligent tariff scheme, while true to its 
underlying principle, must also be supple, flexi- 
bly responsive to thé pressure of varying pub- 
Ne needs, not rigid and unyielding, like an iron 
fence maintained by stone posts. If it cannot 
bend itself to differing circumstances it becomes 
merely a atilf fetter on invention as well as 
po unfriendly to normal elasticity of enter- 

rise. 

” IT have always hitherto understood this to be 
the conviction of the Republican Party. It has 
certainly been expressed a good many times in 
the platforms and thé action ef that party; and 
unless this is now and hereafter to be its policy, 
I see not how it can fairly claim to be friendly, 
not only to speciiic domestic manufactures, 
but to general industrial development in the 
country, and to that magniticent interest of in- 
termational commerce which has to do with the 
welfare of the world, Butif a tariff is ever to 
need readjustment, it seems to me that ours now 
does, It was adopted primarily as a war 
measure more than a ecore of years ago. Under 
the pelicy which had preceded it, which had 
imposed far lower taxes on imports, the part of 
the nation which was chiefly benefited had 
grown rich and powerful, ready to confrent and 
strong to subdue a tremendous rebellion, The 
war tariff was, no doubt, expedient inits time; 
but I see not why we should go on with it in- 
definitely, any more than why a soldier of the war 
should carry his musket to workshop or field, or 
an olticer of aftillery insist om tugging a part of 
his battery to lecture, church, er social party, 
Our time, of secure peace and re-established na- 
tional unity, seems precisely the time for tuking 
up the matter afresh and adjusting the tarifl to 
our new and happier conditious, 

“Tf, therefore, the convention at Chicago had 
pronouneed with emphasis in favor of the prin- 
ciple of a protective tariff, but also in favor of a 
careful revision of the ene now established, I 
should have gone with it in equal step and with 

lad accord. But when it simply accepts in 
bulk the existing tariff, and looks to making 
some of its p:evisions still more exacting, and 
to taking off the internal tax onjwhisky in a pos- 
sible contingency in order to do this, I pause, 
not Convinced of either the wisdom or the 
justice of the plan. : 

‘*At the samo time, bowever, in view of the 
majestic history of tae party, its noble achieye- 
ments, and its faithfulness to fundamental 
national interests when they have been territic- 
ally inveriled, I wait te see if sucb a revision of 
the tariff as appears to me demanded—made by 
those friendly te the principle of. protection, 
and seeking to maintain this by equitabiy-ap- 
plying it—will not be accepted by the party as 
@ Dear and an imperative duty. If it shall not 
be, I ean only say that I huve greatly over- 
rated both the general sagacity of the party 
and the trained instinct of statesmanship in its 
leaders, or else have greatly underrated the 

ressure upon it from monopolies and ‘trusts.’ 

That such a revision of the tariff is sure to 
come, either through the Republican Party or 
against and over it, [have ne manner of doubt.

‘“‘ My present political position canjbe no mat- 
ter of special concern to any one but myself, 
but 1t may be fairly enough summed up in this 
way: I distinctly do not agree with the Chigago 
Platform in yy articulars. I do not go 
so far as Mr. Greeley did in 1852, when he said 
in substance, as I remember: ‘We accept the 
candidate Gem.

HIS HOMESTEAD IS SAFE 


A DECISION UPON WHICH 
MANY OASES DEPEND. 

THE SECRETARY OF THE \ INTERIOR 
SUSTAINS THE RIGHTS OF A (CITI- 
ZEN AGAINST A RAILROAD, 

WASHINGTON, Avg. 2.—The case of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company against 
Guilford Miller, which has been pending in the 
Department of the Interior for more than two 
years, was decided by the Secretary to-day. It 
was a contest between a homesteader and the 
railroad company. Miller claimed that he set- 
tled upon the land, which is 160 acresin the 
eastern part of Washington Territory, in 1873, 
and afterward, in 1884, he made a homestead 
entry of it. The land lies within the indemnity 
limits of 10 miles, between 40 and 50 miles dis- 
tant on the southeast side from the definitely- 
situated and constructed road of the Northern 
Pacific Company, and in 1883 the company 
claimel to select this land for deficioncies in its 
grant by a list of selections which it filec in the 
Land Office, The company tien asked to havo. 
Miller’s hemestead entry cunceled because it 
wus in conflict with its grant. The General 
Land Office refused to do this, and the company 
more than two years ago took an appsal to the 
Secretary. 

The case being in doubt, the Secretary asked 
the opinion of the Attorney-General, which was 
given in March, 1887. In that opinion the At- 
torney-General held that, as this land was with- 
in the limits of 40 miles from a provisional line 
of general route, fixed by the company in 1872, 
and inasmuch as the General Land Office had 
then withdrawn the belt of 40 miles in width 
on each side of the road from sale or entry, 


that withdrawal operated to prevent Miller’s 
deriving auy right from his settlement or home- 
stead entry, and that, notwithsianding the land 
afterward feli within the indemnity limits, in- 
stead of the forty-mile limits, the withdrawal, 
not having been revoked, continued effective to 
prevent Miller’s settlement or homestead entry 
trom being of any avail to him, and that the 
selection by the company was of superior validity 
to bis claim ana ought to take the land. 

Shortly after the President wrote his some- 
what famous letter to Secretary Lamar, in 
which, although he took no issue with the 
Attorney-General upon the matter of law, he 
suggested that the Secretary consider if it were 
not admissible and preper for the Secretary to 
disapprove the selection. Since that time the 
case has remained in a state of suspension, 
awaiting consideration and judgment upon the 
appeal of the company. In the decision now 
rendered the Secretary points out that in 1870 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Company for the 
first time exercised the privilege given by the 
act of 1864, and Tocated a preliminary general 
route, after explorations aud surveys by its 
chief engineer, accompanied by satisfactory ex- 
planatory notes to make it definite and certain, 
and adopted by the Board of Directors and filed 
in consequence of their direction by tbe Presi- 
dent of the company, with a request that the 
lands should be withdrawn as the act provided. 

This fact, the Secretary says, was not consid- 
ered at all by the Commissioner ef the General 
Land Office, nor bythe Attorney-General, and 
has been entirely overlooked. He says that the 
act itself operated, asthe Supreme Court had 
decided, to withdraw alllands within the odd- 
numbered sections on each side of this line of 
general route. But, besides that, the depart- 
ment also withdrew the lands for 40 miles on 
each side of this line in the odd-numbered seoc- 
tions, and doubled the minimum prices of the 
lands inthe even-numbered sections through 
that whole extent of lands within 40 miles of 
that route on each side, It was nearly two years 
afterward, during which intervening period the 
lands had remained in this state of en 
when the company again filed a map of a pre- 
liminary general route, and again asked for a 
withdrawal This last route differed greatly 
from the first, as aspace of 108 miles lay be- 
tween the points where they entered the eastern 
side of Washington Territory. The Secretary, 
however, at that time, accepted the map, and 
the aeting Commissioner withdrew the lands in 
a belt 80 miles in width, 40 miles on each side 
of this line. 

The land of Guilford Miller was entirely out- 
side of the withdrawal on the first line, but it 
fell within the withdrawal on the second line. 
The opinion now holds that the railroad com- 
pany exhausted its franchise to locate a general 
route by the tirst exereise of it, and that the 
withdrawal of lands along that preliminary route 
caused by theact of Congress was the only 
withdrawal which the act of Congress per- 
mitted; that the act having become onee operat- 
ive the Commissioner of the General Lana Of- 
fice could not alter its effect or change it to an- 
other tract of country. This point is argued 
elaborately and apparently witha satisfactory 
showing of authority in its support, and upon it 
the Secretary places his decision that Miller’s 
settlement was not forbidden by law, but was 
in the exercise of a right given him by the stat- 
utes. He states that this point in nowise comes 
in conflict with the opinion of the Attorney- 
General and presumes that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s opinion would have been the same as his 
own if the facts had been knowi to him. 

The opinion goes further ani maintains that 
evenif the land were properly withdrawn by 
force of the act or by the Commissioner on the 
jine of the second general route of 1872, yet it 
ceased to be withdrawn when it fell within the 
indemnity limits of the line of definite location, 
because the act expressly provides what lands 
shall be withdrawn along the line of the road 
and declares that the rest shall be open to ap- 
propriation under the pre-emption and home- 
stead laws, and this, it is claimed, would give 
mere a right to his land if he did not otherwise 

ave it. 

The last ground upon whieh the case is placed, 
but not the one upon which the decision really 
stands, is that the company has shown no right 
whatever to select this tract. The law gave it 
the right to select lands in lieu only of such 
lands as were lost within the granted limita, 
This tract was claimed by a list which it filed 
in the Land Office in 1883, 1n whieh it laid down 
650 different tracts, amounting to 58,000 acres 
of land, which it claimed to select as indemni- 
ties. No statement, however, was given of the 
lands which were lost from the granted lands, 
iu place of which it should make the selections. 
That statement was required last year, and it 
was filed in October last. From this statement 
it appears that the company names as the basis 
fcr the selection but 4,001 acres of land which 
were taken out of the granted limits by con- 
voyances or sales of the United States, or by pre- 
emption or homstead claims, and about 55,000 
acres which it claims deficiency for beeause the 
are found in the Yakima Indian reservation. It 
is claimed by the Secretary that the cempany is 
not entitled to these, for several reasons. One is 
that these lands are not within the limits of the 
detinitely located main line. Itis held that se- 
lections for the deficieneies in the branch line 
cannot be made from the indemnity limits of the 
muin line, at least until the indemnity limits of 
the branch line are exhausted. The closing rea- 
son is that the Supreme Court has decided that 
the company take by its grant lands 
in the Indian reservation by a fee title, 
8 bject only to the extinguishment of the 
Indian right of ice saga and, therefore, 
there is no possibility of its claiming 
indemnities for these as lost lands. [t is claimed 
that the first 50 or 60 tracts in this list ef seleo- 
tions will more than satisfy the rightful claims 
of the company upon the basis which it has 
filed, and, therefore, Guilford Miiler’s land, be- 
ing the one hundred and forty-ninth selection 
is disengaged from the claim of the company, if 
otherwise it has any. However, the decision 
claims to place Miller’s claim upon a solid legal 
ground, and not upon any equitable considera- 
tion in his favor. 

The order is that the homestead entry shall 
remain intact. Miller will of course be obliged 
to prove up as between him and the United 
States aud show his continued homestead resi- 
dence and cultivation, andif the railroad com- 
pany makes any further contest it must be in 
the courts. The opinion is decisive as to its 
claims in the Interior Department. It is under- 
stood that there are awaiting the determination 
of this case about 2,000 cases in the General 
Land Office. 


PROTEOTING A OITIZEN. 

PaNaMA, July 24.—A letter recently ad- 
dressed to the editor of the Chilian Times said: 
‘For the last three weeks the United States 
steamship Nipsic has been lying in our port. 
On her arrival a naturalized American citizen, 
whois detained in the cuartel of this place, 
claimed protection, which was most ungrudg- 
ingly given. The commander seems to have 
taken avery high stand with the authorities 
hero in this matter, being quite unable to under- 
stand the secresy with which a sumario is con- 
ducted. This secrecy he and his officials looked 
upon as unfit for the tribunals of civilized na- 
tions. No doubt the case will now be dispatched 
immediately instead of dragging on as usual. 
Probably, in the present case, the man is de- 
tained in accordance with the law of the lana, 
but residents here do not forget that not so 
very long ago the crew of an American schooner 
were to be seen working in the streets like eon- 
victs, their only crime being that they refused 
to endanger their lives unnecessarily, and for 
this they never received, or would they receive, 
any sentence. Nor is it so long since that an 
Englishman was flogged by order of the Gov- 
ernor witheut even the pretense of atrial. The 
authorities should be able to recognize that the 
trouble they have been given in the present 
case isa direct result of the before-mentioned 
cases, and the eonsequent suspicion that there 
is small hope of justice being obtained here.”

To the Edttor of the New-York Times: a 
If I am proud of anything in this world 
it is that by nature I am inclined to be a philan- 
thropiat. Now, this great Nation feels the 
anxiety my Republican friends in the Finance 
Committee of the Senate are now undergoing of 
producing something like a tariff measure that 
can stand up and defy the Mills bill, and at the 
same time will be in accordance with the 
Chicago platform. While we are all on the 
qui vive of what is coming, I conceived the 
idea of giving my friends, the high protes- 
tionists, a helping hand. The within tariff 
measure which I have drawn for their benefit 
is naturally crude. Yet the principle is per- 
fectly in line of the issue, and I cannot, for the 
life of me, see how anything more plain can be 
prepared. Of course, there can be no doubt 
but that the surplus can be reduced some 
$50,000,000 on less importations if the duties 
are raised to the extent that I proposed. There 
is also not the slightest doubt that the advance 
of duties to that figure will be an additional an- 
nual tax burden on the people to at least, I 
should .say, $500,000,000. This tax would 
enlefly fall upoa the farmers, planters, ana all 
who are not engaged in actual manufacturing.

In short, the sixty- 
odd million people would be taxed as no people 
were ever taxed before for the benefit of por- 
haps 2,000 boss monopolists.

TROUBLE AT SAN CARLOS. 


TWO BAD INDIANS AT THE BOTTOM 
OF IT ALL 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Acting Adjt.-Gen. 
Kelton this morning received the following 
dispateh from Gen. Howard repeating one from 
Lieut.-Col. Snyder of July 30 and one from Gen. 
Miles of July 31: ; 


“Two dispatches joes received from Gen. Miles, 
the first by mail, indicate a more serious condition 
of affairs at San Carlos than has been previously re- 
ported. Gen. Miles is en route to that agency, and { 
am _ confident will do all in his power to prevent any 
Indians getting beyond the limits of the reservation. 
I earnestly request immediate attention to furnish. 
ing the cavalry the horses required in Arizona 
The dispatches are as follows: 

“* My information is that ten bucks ana two or 
three women are out. I do not think they have left 
the reservation, but most likely they will de so as 
socu as an effort is made to capture them. They 
are probably in hiding near the San Carlos. They 
have relatives on the Cibiea and among the White 
Mountains. They came originally from the Sierra 
Aneha Mountains, and may go in either of the 
above directions. I donot think the trouble will 
extend beyond those now ont. y plan, unless 
otherwise directed by you, is to sen@ out Viele with 
his troop and some scouts to-night, Lee to follow as 
soon as the trail is developed. Two scouts were 
wounded in the fight near the agency cattle ranch 
Friday afternoon, and renegades seriously wounded 
an Indian just before taking to the hills. Viele has 
22 serviceable horses, Lee has 40.’ ”’ 


The following was received from Col. Snyder, 
commanding at San Carlos: 


“When I sent my telegram of July 28, the infor- 
mation I then had warranted all I said. Since then 
I have talked with several head men and from dif- 
ferent sources learned the names and histories of 
the leaders of the renegades. Une of them is wanted 
here for murdering one of our scouts early this 
teed he was arrested, but escaped from the guard- 

ouse just before I assumed command. Several at- 
tempts have been made to effect his rearrest, but 
without success. The principal of the three men 
whom Capt. Lee was sent out to arrest is also a des- 

erate character, and has several times been in con- 

nement here in irons. These two men have at last 
succeeded in drawing around them their brothers 
and relatives to the number of eight or more 
and taken to the hills. Their last act just 
befere leavin their camp was to try aud 
kill, and the id severely wound, an Indian with 
whom one of their number had a quarrel some weeks 
before over a kambliag debt. They are practically 
outlaws, and I do not believe they can be induced to 
return voluntarily to their farms. ‘I do not believe 
they will commit any “eee 80 long as they 
are undisturbed upon the reservation, but the mo- 
iment force is sent after them and they succeed in 
yeages | off the reservation trouble of a serious nat- 
ure will ensue. I have endeavored through their 
friends and others to find out their present location, 
but with no success beyond the general information 
that they are supposed to be in the country border.

HEH THE MURDERER? 


A COLORED MAN ARRESTED FOR THE 
KILLING OF WATCHMAN ALLEN, 

VaLposta, Ga., Aug. 2.—Valdosta has 
just passed through one of the most sensational 
events of yearsin the arrestof aman answer 
ing the description of John William;, the des- 
perado and fugitive murderer. The crime for 
which John Williams is wanted was the murder 
of an old man named Jim Allen, night watch- 
man at the station, in October, 1883. Watehman 
Allen attempted to arrest a mulatto for disord- 
erly conduct. The negro drew a pisto) and shot 
the officer through the heart. ®he 10 o’clock 
train had just come up,and before any one knew 
what had happened the negro boarded the train 
and was rapidiy carried away inthe darkness. 
It subsequently was learued that the murdersr 
was one John Williams, a negro who hada only 
been in the neighborhood a short time and was 
but little known. The murder caused intenss 
excitement. Mr. Allen was popular, and was a 
faithful officer. Six hundred doilars reward was 
offered, and the second chapter of incidents be- 


gan. 

Mulatto negroes and negrees all over the 
ceunty who bore any resemblance te the de- 
scription given of Williams were arrested and 
detained. [tis stated that nearly 50 men have 
been arrested for this murder, but only one 
man had any trouble in getting free. Abouta 


' year after the murder had been committed a 


man answering the description perfectly was 
brought here. 6 was arraigned. Several peo- 
ple swore that he was the man wanted, but some 
officials swore that the prisoner was in jail at 
Jacksonville when the murder was committed, 
so the prisoner went free, but there are plenty 
ef men here who believe he was the murderer. 
The man now under arrest has been positively 
identified as the guilty man by a witness named 
Folsom, and he fills the deseription even to par- 
ticular scars. The negro who brought him here 
from Jacksonville says he has followed him 
four years, and’ is satisfied he is the man. 
But the peoplsa ask: “Is it John Williams?’ If 
they wero satisfied he was the man they would 
hang him. Every effort is being made, however, 
to find the truth. 





OUR SAVINGS BANKS. 


DEPOSITS GROWING SMALLER 
WITHDRAWALS LARGER. 
ALBANY, Aug. 2.—A comparison of the 
deposits and withdrawals of moneys in the New- 
York savings banks of the first six months of 
this year with a eorresponding period in 1887 
show a wide difference.

It is reported that the licensed liquor 
dealers in New-Jersey have taken steps to 
prevent their unlicensed competitors from 
doing business. We have long maintained 
that this was one of the beneficial effects 
that would follow the enactment of a high 
license law. In England the licensed vict- 
ualers have an effective organization for 
detecting and punishing unlicensed sales. 
Such an organization would arise here as 
soon asthe amount of license was raised 
high enough to make an interest worth pro- 
tecting. Even “politics” would hardly 
prevent the suppression of unlicensed places 
when the owners of the licensed places suv- 
plied their own detective force and brought 
the existence of unlawful selling to the no- 
tice of the police. 








GUILFORD MILLER’s farm has finally been 
secured from the clutches of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company so far as it 
can be done by authority of the Interior 
Department. Secretary Vitas finds sev- 
eral grounds on which to rest his decision 
against the company’s claim. In the 
first place, he finds that GUILFORD 
MILLER’s quarter section was not 
included in the lands withdrawn 
from settlement on account of. the 
first provisional location of the route of the 
road, which was the only one allowed by 
The company was permitted to make 
asecond provisional location and the Mil- 
ler land was included within the belt of 
forty miles each side of it, but this, according 
to the Secretory of the Interier, could not 
operate to withdraw these lands from set- 
tlement in place of those first with- 
drawn. The final location of the road 
threw the Miller tract out of the. forty- 
mile limit, but into the indemnity belt 
of the line of definite location. This left it 
open to settlement at the time MILLER took 
possession in 1878. Finally, assuming the 
company’s contention as to the lands with- 
drawn from settlement to be correct, it is 
held that it had no right to include this 
Jand in its selections for indemnity for 
lands lost within the granted limits. Its 
claim for indemnity covered 58,000 acres, 
while its statement of lands lost by sales of 
the United States within the granted limits, 
filed only last year, covers but 4,000 acres. 
and the tracts selected for indemnity to 
which the company is entitled would not in 
the order of numbers reach Mr. MILLER’s 
homestead. ~The settler’s title seems to be 
pretty well fortified.

It is sincerely to be hoped that time will 
be found before Congress adjourns for the 
passage of the bill which has already been 
favorably reported by the House Commit- 
tee on Post Offices and Post Roads to pro- 
hibit the renting of private letter boxes for 
the delivery of mail matter outside the 
usual Post Office channels. These private 
boxes, which are to be found in small stores 
throughout New-York and other large cities, 
are notoriously used chiefly for swindling 
and immoral purposes by persons who fear 
the detection of their schemes if they re- 
eeive their letters at the Post Office or 
through the regular carriers. In these days 
of free delivery any honest man or woman, 
who finds it inconvenient to rent a box in 
the Post Office, where the character 
of mail delivered is under’ super- 
vision, will depend on the _ carriers 
and receive his or her mail at home much 
more quickly than by having it delivered 
at a private Post Office, and the renting of 
one of these boxes in private establish- 
ments is primdé facie evidence that the busi- 
ness to be conducted by means of corre- 
spondence is not what itshouldbe. <A great 
deal of swindling has been carried on 

’ through this medium, and many homes 
have been wrecked by the facilities afford- 
ed by private letter boxes. The Govern- 
‘ment will not allow corporations or indi- 
yiduals to‘trananort lettera over mail routes 





unless the regular postal rate is paid and 
stamps affixed precisely as though the let- 
ters passed through the Post Office. This 
is because a certain question of revenue is 
involved, and the Nation jealously guards 
all its sources of income. It will hardly be 
assumed that the protection of social moral- 
ity and the prevention of crime are less im- 
portant in the eyes of the lawmakers of a 
civilized Government than the saving of a 
few thousand dollars a year to an overflow- 
ing Treasury. No partisan politics are in- 
volved in the passage of this bill, which is 
presumably hidden somewhere in the over- 
burdened calendar of the House, and it 
should be fishod out and placed in con- 
dition for Executive approval before the 
session closes, 








A would-be Republican candidate for 
Governor of Indiana, Mr. Hovey of the 
House of Representatives, recently made 
the wild statement that ‘‘ the Democratic 
Party from the President down is opposed 
to all pension legislation.” Very littie cap- 
ital can he made out of this pretended hos- 
tility of the Democrats to pensions. The 
fact that the number of pensioners and the 


.amount paid out in pensions have largely 


increased under the present Administration 
does not signify very much, as it is the re- 
sult of the operation of the law, but it does 
indicate a liberal and friendly construction 
and application of the provisions of the 
law, and especially prompt attention to 
claims. But while much has been said of 
the President’s vetoes, the record shows 
that he has signed 1,264 pension bills 
against 1,524 signed by all his Republican 
predecessors from LINCOLN down. The fact 
is that since he came into office he has been 
drenched with a flood of private pension 
bills such as was never before let loose, and 
he has beon compelled by a sense of duty to 
veto some of the worst of those that he 
has had time to examine, no attention ap- 
parently having been given te their demer- 
its until they reached him. 








As the northward travels of Emperor 
WILLIAM are now ended, the attention of 
Europe, in the interval before the begin- 
ning of his southern trip, naturally turns 
to watching for results of the visits already 
made. These, however, may not be evident 
for the present. It must be conceded that 
the visits have been tolerably cheerful, not 
to say jolly, affairs, considering the re- 
cent death of the Emperor’s father and 


grandfather, and the spectacular and mili- ! 


tary effects with which they were accom- 
panied were doubtless particularly to his 
taste. Crosses and ribbons and _ hon- 
orary titles, too, Russian, Swedish, 
and Danish, have been harvested 
in abundance, and Prince HERBERT 
BISMARCK was noticeably successful in 
picking up his share of them. It is true 
that in Copenhagen a few signs of disap- 
probation are said to have mingled with 
popular applause, but this is not strange, 
since Denmark’s experience with modern 
German militarism has consisted in the loss 
of a large part of her little kingdom and a 
quarter of a century of burdensome taxes. 
Perhaps the chances are that no direct and 
conspicuous fruits of this tour of the Em- 
peror will be manifest for some time, as 
definite political negotiations would be 
likely to follow it rather than be con- 
ducted during its progress, 








DR. STORRS ON POLITICS. 

We print this morning the essential parts 
of a long letter from Dr. R. S. STorrs 
of Brooklyn to the proprietor of the Inde- 
pendent. As we have a number of times 
alluded to Dr. Srorrs’s statement that he 
was afraid he would have to “ take to the 
woods,” and have interpreted it as indicat- 
ing that he would be unable to act with his 
party this year, itis but fair to him and to 
our readers that they should know that, as 
at present advised, he intends to vote the 
Republican ticket, and also that they 
should know the arguments for and against 
such acourse which the doctor presents, and 
which leave him ina position of negative 
and not very decided loyalty to his party, 
while frankly disapproving of its action 
in convention. It is entirely needless to 
comment on the perfect sincerity and the 
entire fidelity to conscience that mark the 
utterances of Dr. Storrs. It would be im- 
possible for him, able man though he be, to 
use words to conceal his thoughts, or to 
palter in a double sense with any question 
of public or of private duty. If al, or any 
large percentage of both parties, approached 
the study of politics in the same spirit, 
neither party would have fallen to the 
level which even the better of them still 
occupies. And we may be permitted to 
remark that his spirit is not unlike—though 
his conclusion for the time 1s different from 
—that of the Independent Republicans, who 
are this.year, as they did in 1884, support- 
ing their old opponent, the Democracy. 

Of the two questions on which Dr. 
STORRS reasons with himself, that of tem- 
perance has probably influenced him the 
most. Hedoes not find the declared posi- 
tion of the Republicans right. On the con- 
trary, he thinks it is absolutely wrong, but 
he thinks the party better than the conven- 
tion, and he cannot bring himself to dis- 
trust it. Wecan only say that the question 
is but indirectly a national one, and that so 
far asthe Republicans have any policy re- 
garding it that policy does not favor tem- 
perance. If that issue were the controlling 
one, it is quite possible that the Republican 
policy would be changed. It certainly 
ought to be. Mr. Sern Low’s position, 
which enables him to act with the Repub- 
licans in State politics, where this question 
is prominent, while not acting with them 


_in national politics, where it is not promi- 


nent, seems a rational one. Dr. SToRRs is 
not ready to assume it. 

On the tariff question, which is really the 
controlling one, Dr. SroRRS reasons, or, 
with all due respect to him, fails to reason, 
in much the same way. He believes in pro- 
tection to industries that need it, and 
would be helped by it. He thinks it ought 
to be withdrawn when the need ceases. Ho 
thinks that the need has ceased in many 
cases now. He hopes the Republicans will 
revise and reduce the tariff, but he cannot 
say when orhow. He fears to intrust the 
task to the Democrats, lest they may go too 
far. In all seriousness this does not seem 





tous arguing at all. It seems merely the 


pathetic and indefinite groping of a zeal- 
ous partisan, seeking some excuse for not 
doing what he is reluctant to do but what 
ought to be done, 3 

lt is more than eighteen years now since 
the wisest Republican leaders—MorRIL1, 
DaweEs, SHERMAN, GARYIELD, ALLISON— 
began to warn their party that the tariff 
was {o» high, that the repeal of the internal 
taxes the tariff was made to offset left no 
excuse for a large part of the duties, that it 
was oppressive to American industry rather 
than protective. How has that warning 
been heeded? Notatall. The majority of 
these in the party who have any intelli- 
gent views on the subject undoubtedly 
believe, and have believed for a dozen 
years, that there should be a reduction‘ 
There has been none. A cut of 10 per cent. 
was made in 1872. It was restored in 1874’ 
A reduction was attempted in 1883. It 
resulted in an advance on the average, and 
the only change really made was in certain 
articles where the duty was, and remains, 
prohibitory. 

These are facts. Thoy are not inferences 
or assumptions. They are plain facts of the 
record. They are followed now by a Re- 
publican Convention’s demand for prohib- 
itory rates and for the repeal of the liquor 
tax rather than a surrender of tariff taxes. 
They are followed by the absolute inaction 
of the Republican Representatives in the 
House for seven months. They seem to us 
to show that, whatever the Senate may 
propose, the Republican Party is helpless 
to reform the tariff, that it is bound hand 
and foot by the big protected industries 
which are in practice monopolies, that its 
will is as hopelessly gone as that 
of a victim of alcoholism. That ‘men like 
Dr. Storrs should hope still for its reform 
is not surprising, but their hope is without 
reason. Itis aseutiment pure and simple, 
born of past associations, honorable in its 
source, but it is not practical, it is without 
substance and utterly vain. They who en- 
tertain it are entitled to respect, to forbear- 
ance, and even to a certain pity, for the re- 
solve of this great Nation to wait no longer 
upon the impotence of the Republican Party 
is bound to give them pain that will not be 
wholly assuaged by the conviction that 
their party is wrong and the country right. 








THOSE OLD FRENCH CLAIMS. 

It is a matter of surprise that the House 
Committee on Appropriations should have 
reported against the item in the pending 
General Deficiency bill which provides for 
the payment of such of the old French 
spoliation claims as have been favorably 
passed upon by the Court of Claims. Not- 
withstanding this adverse report of the 
committee, common justice and the honor 
of the United States Government demand 
that this item should be retained in the bill 
and the claims promptly paid. The long 
history of this debt of honor, due from the 
United Statgs to some of her own citizens, 
and the failure to discharge it for nearly 
ninety years are not creditable to the Gov- 
ernment, and the discredit should be wiped 
out without further delay. 

The story has been many times told, but 
probably few of our readers have in mind 
more than the vaguest outline. When 
France furnished money and troops to the 
struggling States in 1778 and helped to 
achieve their independence, they promised 
in return to guarantee to France her Amer- 
ican possessions and to aid her with men, 
money, and supplies in future wars with 
Great Britain. When the first French Re- 
public in 1793 entered upon a contest with 
Great Britain the United States decided to 
stand neutral in that case, and no demand 
for aid was made by the French. Neverthe- 
less the latter took offense at what they con- 
strued as an unfriendly attitude and their 
privateers preyed upon the commerce of the 
United States and captured and confiscated 
many vessels and cargoes belonging to 
citizens of this country. For these losses 
indemnity was demanded by our Govern- 
ment, and after prolonged negotiations, in 
which full redress was insisted upon by 
our representatives and the justice of the 
claims was not denied by those of France, 
the convention of 1800 was signed. By 
this the United States was released from 
the obligations which it assumed in 1778 
on condition that it relinquished the claims 
for indemnity in behalf of its citizens; in 
other words, assumed the payment of the 
claims itself. ‘ 

The Government took into its own hands 
these private claims of its citizens, the 
validity of which it had insisted upon, and 
by that means obtained from France a most 
valuable concession. In effect, it took pri- 
vate property to serve a public purpose, and 
it was in law and in honor bound to pay for 
it by liquidating all the claims that were 
proved to be just. Asearly as 1802 a bill 
was reported in the House of Representa- 
tives for this purpose, but to this day the 
claims, which have been persistently kept 
alive, have remained unpaid. Forty-eight 
separate reports upon this subject -have 
been made in Congress, all but three 
of which have been favorable to the 
claimants. -After the publication of the 
documents bearing upon the case in 1826 
no adverse report was ever made before 
that of the House Committee on Appropria- 
tions a week ago. The most eminent jurists 
and statesmen of the country,‘ from Mapt- 
SON and MARSHALL down to WEBSTER and 
SUMNER, have delared that the claims were 
valid and just. Eight different bills have 
passed the Senate and three haye passed 
the House for their payment. Two passed 
both branches of Congress and were vetoed, 
one by Pouk, on the ground that there 
were no funds available for the purpose, 
and one by PIERCE under an evident mis- 
apprehension of facts. 

Finally, in 1885, an act was passed refer- 
ring these claims to the Court of Claims 
at Washington to ‘“‘ examine and determine 
the validity and amount” of all of them, 
together with their present ownership, and 
if by Assignee the date of the assignment 
with the consideration paid therefor. The 
court could render no judgments, but only 
report the facts and conclusions to Con- 
gress for final action. After a full ‘presen- 
tation of evidence. and thorough argument 
on both sides, the United States being rep- 
resented in defense by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, the Court of Claims twice rendered a 
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unanimous decision in favor of the validity 
of the claims. Since then it has been en- 
gaged in the examination of individual 
cases, and the proposed appropriation is for 
tho payment of such ashave been favorably 
passed upon with a final ascertainment of 
the amounts justly due. 

There could be no clearer case of a debt 
fairly due in law and in honor. If the 
claims had remained against the Govern- 
ment of France the United States would 
have long ago insisted upon, and no doubt 
have secured, their payment. Having as- 
sumed. them itself to serve a national 
purpose, it has contested or neglected them 
for the greater partof acentury. The act 
of referring them tothe Court of Claims 
was virtually a new promise to pay such as 
were found to be validand just. There is 
no excuse for staving them off any further. 
National decency requires that appropri- 
ations be promptly made for payment in 
accordance with the conclusions of the 
court. i 








THE SALOON IN POLITICS, 

Every intelligent citizen is aware that 
the saloon is exerting a great and often a 
decisive influence upon State politics, and 
every decent citizen regrets this influence 
and desires that it should be diminished. 
The Republican platform, which insisted 
that whisky should be cheapened rather 
than clothing, would tend to disgust and 
repel voters who resent saloon politics in 
the absence of any equivalent action on the 
part of the Democrats. In this State, how- 
ever, it is proposed to handicap the Demo- 
cratic ticket by the renomination of HILt, 
who is put forward avowedly and exclu- 
sively as a saloon candidate. A year or 
two ago he was regarded as the represent- 
ative of labor as well as of liquor. But 
while he has gone far enough in catering to 
the methods of the Knights to disgust 
honest and independent voters he has not 
gone far enough to please the Knights. He 
did not even expressly recommend that the 
Penal Code should be so relaxed in their 
favor as to allow of any boycotting that 
did not include physical violence. ' He 
merely commended the subject to the Legis- 
lature and left the responsibility with that 
body. It is not to be supposed that this 
hesitation to go all lengths for them has 
pleased the labor leaders; and asa matter 
of fact the strength of Gov. HILL’s candi- 
dacy consists entirely in the support of the 
saloon keepers and in the fear induced by 
their threats of what they will do if he be 
not renominated. 

There is no reason why these threats 
should be heeded, even from the point of: 
view of the politician who does not look be- 
yond success. Doubtless the saloon keepers 
would prefer him toany other candidate 
that could be named, as they have good 
reasons for doing. But if he is beaten, their 
course in politics will be determined, as it 
always has been, by their view of their own 
interests, and not by any sentimental con- 
siderations, vindictive orotherwise. When 
Gov. HILu retires from the office that he has 
done more than any other man who has ever 
occupied it to disgrace, his power to help or 
hurt anybody will be gone, and in a week 
after his disappearance from politics not a 
ripple will be visible on the surface. On 
the other hand, if the Democrats renominate 
him as the liquor candidate, they will do 
their utmost to nullify the advantage the 
free-whisky plank of the Republican plat- 
form offers them. There are many thousands 
of voters in this State who have hereto- 
fore called themselves Republicans, but 
who can see no excuse for continuing to act 
with the party that proposes to untax 
whisky. The nomination of a whisky can- 
didate by the Democrats, aman who has 
endeared himself to the saloon keepers by 
opposing any restriction of their business, 
would supply such voters with precisely the 
excuse they require for refusing to vote a 
Democratic ticket. These voters do not 
enter into the calculations of city poli- 
ticians, but if the Democrats nominate a 
liquor candidate, they will be likely to 
enter very effectually into the election re- 
turns. 

In New-Jersey the liquor question is not 
less urgent than in New-York, although in 
that State the liquor dealers are directing 
their efforts to electing a Legislature that 
will repeal the High License bill, and they 
avow a cheerful indifference whether such 
a Legislature call itself Democratic or 
Republican. It is more convenient in this 
State for them to secure a Governor who 
can be trusted to veto any measure of High 
License and not give themselves any 
trouble about the Legislature, of which 
they are tolerably certain of controlling the 
one-third necessary, with the Governor, to 
prevent any hostile action. If H1xu should 
be renominated in this State and a cam- 
paign openly made for a liquor Legislature 
in New-Jersey, the size of the Prohibition 
vote in these two doubtful States will be 
apt to astonish the pgliticians. 








A BLOW TO OPERATIC PIRACY. 

A very important decision regarding the 
rights of authors and composers to the 
profits of the work of their brains and pens 
was recently rendered by the United States 
Circuit Court for the Northern District of 
California, in which Justice F1rm.Lp of the 
Supreme Court and Judges SAWYER and 
OGDEN of the District Court concurred. 
The decision was in the case of GOLDMARK 
and others against JOSEPH KRELING and 
others, and involved. the right of the de- 
fehdants to produce a version of the comic 
operg of ‘‘Nanon,” the American rights to 
which had been sold by the authors, GENEE 
and ZELL, to the complainants, GOLDMARK 
and CoNREID. The decision reaches further 
than any ever before rendered in the courts 
of this country, and if it be sustained by 
the Supreme Court of the United States it 
will put an end to the piracy of operas of 
foreign composition in this country, and 
give to the authors of them as clean a title 
to their property as though the prayed-for 
international copyright law were an ac- 
complished fact. 

The facts uvon which the decision was 
rendered were very plain. The piano 
score of “* Nanon” was published in Europe 
after the sale of the American rights to 
the opera had been made, whether with or 
without the consent of the authors did not 
clearly appear in the evidence. From this 





piano score, which, being published, the de- 
fendanta claimed was public property in 
this country, an orchestration was made 
and an opera so similar to “ Nanon” in 
nusic and libretto that it was practically 
the same work was produced by the 
defendants, with the same name, to the 
financial detriment of the complainants. 
The same thing has happened scores of 
times in the past, and the men who have 
paid for the American rights have been 
forced to look on and witness the success- 
ful pirating of property for which they had 
paid. The result has been that foreign 
authors of musical works have been very 
careful about publishing scores until their 
agents in this country had secured them- 
selves as far as possible from the assaults 
of the musical and literary thieves. 

The decision rendered in the ‘* Nanon” 
case promises to give full protection to 
foreign authors and their American agents, 
and to permit the publication of piano 
scores at the same time. The court says: 

“The operetta was completed in 1884, and a 
manuscript copy immediately transmitted by 
the authors to CONREID and GOLDMARK, who 
purchased the right to use it in America before 
it was written; so that they were the owners for 
America and in possession of the manuscript 
before there was any publication of any part in 
Europe or America. The authors certainly 
coulda not have sold and conveyed any right to a 
third party to perform their operetta in 
America, so as to cut off the -prior exclusive 
right conveyed to GOLDMARK and CONREID. If 
they could not cut them off by subsequent sale, 
we do not perceive how they could do it by sub- 
sequent dedication to the public by publication. 
In our judgment, the eefendants had no right to 
use the piano score, even if it had been pub- 
lished by the authors in Europe after the right 
of complainants had attached.” 

The court deals a further blow at piracy 
of this nature by declaring that, conceding 
that the orchestration of the opera pro- 
duced by the defendants was their own, 
and that they had a right to use it alone, 
or with any other matter in which the com- 
plainants had no exclusive vested right, 
still they did not have the right to produce 
the play as a whole with the orchestration, 
or the orchestration with any part of the 
operetta not dedicated to the public by its 
publication, as they advertised, and were 
proceeding todo. The principle laid down 
by the decision is an entirely new one in 
this country, and it will be hailed with 
delight by the reputable managers having 
dealings with foreign authors. If it is sus- 
tained as god law, as it certainly is abstract 
justice, the pirating of foreign operas and 
plays has received a death blow at the 
hands of the national judiciary. 








The new law prescribing eight hours as» 
the period of a day’s work by Post Office 
employés has just been put in operation in 
this city. It has made necessary the em- 
ployment of several hundred additional 
men, and it has also brought about the 
changing of the schedules formerly in 
force. In order to serve the public prop- 
erly and provide for the expeditious hand- 
ling of mail matter it has become necessary 
to give to certain of the letter carriers in- 
termittent instead of continuous work. The 
labors of the postal employés hert extend 
from 4:45 A. M. to midnight daily, a 
period of nineteen and a _ quarter 
hours. That is, in order to handle 
the incoming and outgoing mails, catch 
trains, &c., it is necessary that work 
should be done during this period. Under 
the circumstances it is impossible, as Mr. 
PEARSON remarks, that this service can be 
performed by assigning all the carriers to 
duty during the same eight hours of 
the day. Then, again, the needs and 
customs of business in divers localities have 
to be considered, the Postal Service being 
almost useless unless it conforms to such 
requirements. The Postmaster is obliged 
to lay offa certain number of men during 
hours when business is light and to have 
them resume work again when their serv- 
ices are required. A similar condition pre- 
vails in other occupations, such as sur- 
face railway work, and the ‘swing trips” 
have come to be regarded as a necessity of 
the service. Someof the Post Office em- 
ployés, who apparently imagined that the 
eight-hour law could revolutionize the needs 
and ways of the entire population of the 
country, have been complaining because 
this could not be brought about. Their 
complaints have been taken up by a few 
disreputable politicians, including the au- 
thor of the bill to legalize boycotting. 
These politicians hope to ingratiate them- 
selves with what is called the labor vote, 
and with this end in view they are trying 
to foment trouble between the Postmaster 
and the employés. It might be worth their 
while to recollect that the Postal Service is 
one in which the public needs have first to 
be considered, and that while all possible 
care should be shown for the comfort of 
employés, the latter cannot be made the 
controlling influence. The statement from 
Mr. PEARSON on the subject, elsewhere 
given, is worthy of thoughtful considera- 
tion.

The storm began about 10 o'clock last even- 
ing, and raged with great fury during the entire 
night. The incoming train on the Fergus Falls 
branch of the Maniteba Road was about five 
hours late this morning, having been delayod 
by slight wash-ouis between St. Cloud and Alex- 
andria. The storm was reported to be very 
heavy between these points. Several wash-outs 
occurred on the Northern Pacitie Roaa pétween 
Sakk Rapids and Brainerd, but beyond a slight 
delay to trains ne serious results followed. A 
St. Cloud dispaten says: 

“One of the most severe and destructive 
thunder, rain, and wind sterms ever experl- 
eneed here by the oldest citizens raged with- 
out interruption from 10 v’clock last even- 
ing untilafter4 this morning. Water fell in 
torrenis during all that time, and aid great 
dainage ali over the city, and four waeh-outs are 
reported between here and Sauk Centre, and all 
trains that arrived before 11 o’clock last even- 
ing are delayed here. Nearly all the telegraph 
wires along tne railroads are down, and com- 
munication between here and western stations 
is cut off. At East St. Cloud the house of Mrs. 
Jobn J. Klinkert was struck, and three children 
so badly stunned as to wake recovery doubtful. 
Undoubtedly many otber buildings were struck, 
For fully six hours crash after crash followed 
in quick succession. : 

“The water in the Mississippi dam at this point 
rose nearly eight feet, whiie in Lake George it 
rose about six feet. Nearly all basements and 
cellars are fleoded this morning and it is impos- 
sible to give a correct estimate of the loss, but 
it will foot up many thousands of dollars, Re- 
ports from the country indicate enormous dam- 
age to all classes of grain, many fields being 
under water, while others are completely 
washed out. Reports from Cold Springs, Rich- 
mond, Rockville, and other places along the 
Wilimar line state that nearly the whole coun- 
try in that section is under water and can only 
be reached in boats. 

“A carriage containing four ladies attendinga 
funeral while attempting to cross a wash-out on 
the road to the cemetery this morping, was 
upset into seven feet of water and the oecu- 
yunts only saved from drowning by hard work. 
Jp to noon 21 houses are reported struck by 
lightning during last night’s storm.

A Sauk Rapids dispatch says: ‘‘A terrific 
thunderstorm struck this town last night about 
10:30, and continued with almost constant dis- 
charges of electricity and heavy rainfall for tive 
hours.

It struck a glass 
of double thickness on the starbeard side of the 
pilot house, smashing the glass into spiinters, 
and then disappeared. Betts, who was standing 
on the port side of the house,.said that his hat 
was knocked off, not .by the meteor, but by the 
current of wind it produced.

While Mr. Purroy was admitted to be the 
only leader who could be depended upon to 
carry the Assembly district composed of the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards, his 
strength outside of that district amounted to 
littiein comparison with that Mr. Kearney pos- 
sessed. Mr. Kearney did not confine his efforts 
to one district, hut had followers throughout 
the city of New-York.” 

The correspondent asked whether there was 
any likelihood of a union of the Democratic 
factions this Fall upon local nominations, ana 
Justice Murray answered that, judging by the 
present outlook, Tammany and the County De- 
mocracy weuld stand apart. He had little faith 
in Mr. Purray’a new organization. He did not 
believe that it would amount to anything. It. 
would, of course, be anally of Tammany, but 
he did not imagine that Tammany was as strong 
as she claimed to be. He had observed that, 
when the Tammany leaders talked the loudest 
and Glaimed the must ehe was really weak. 
The workingmen would not be found in the 
Tammany ranks, as they would not forgive 
Tammany for forcing Abram 8S. Hewitt in the 
race for the Mayoralty when Henry George 
was in the field as the Labor candidate. Justice 
Murray was sure that the workingmen would 
be found tighting for the success of the County 
Demoeracy’s ticket. 

“Can the County Democracy, in a three- 
cornered fight, defeat the candidates of Tam- 
maby and the Republicans?” asked the corre- 
spondent. ; 

“T do not think,” replied Justice Murray, 
‘that that will be the situation this Fall. It 
looks to me as though there will be no tnree- 
cornered tight about it. Ifthe County Democ- 
racy should nominate a certain man for the 
Mayoralty I believe that that man will also be 
nominated by the Kepublicans and that he will 
certainly be the next Mayor of New-York. He 
is one of the best-known citizens of that city, 
and one whom all the Republicans will be glad 
to vote for.” 

‘“Whatis the name of the man?’ was the 
next question. , 

‘*[ refer to Edward Cooper, ex-May or of New- 
York,” answered Justice Murray. “Ido not 
believe that he wants the place, but if he will 
consent to accept the nomination he cannot be 
beaten at the polls. He is well thought of by 
Republicans, especially such man as Police 
Justice Solon B. Smith and Jacob Patterson, 
and they would doubtless be able to draw the 
Kepublican organization into line for Mr. 
Ceoper. I do not believe that their 
interests in him is entirely selfish, al- 
though it is true that the next Mayor 
will have the power to appoint their 
successors. They always were his friends and 
admirers, and there are many other Republican 
leaders who agree with them cencerning Mr. 
Cooper’s availability as a candidate for Mayor. 
it is not at all likely that any faction desires 
the renemination of Mr. Hewitt. He woulda 
surely be defeated by the foreign-born citizens. 
‘he Tammany leaders talk altogether too 
much about their ability te sweep the 
deck. Mr. Purroy cannot save that organiza- 
tion with his side show. The County Democracy 
organization has lost a good leader in his with- 
drawal, but it can stand the loss. I must repeat 
that lam sorry that Mr. Kearney followea Mr. 
Purroy.” 

Besides Justice Murray, there are two other 
Police Justices, Gorman and White, in Saratoga, 
and two Civil Justices, Steckler and Fallon, 
Justices Murray, White, Gorman, and Steckler 
intend to makea prolonged stay here, but Jus- 
tice Fallon will hurry back in a day or two for a 
season of fishing With the Wawayanda Club on 
Long Island, 





NOW LOOK OUT FOR TRADES. 
The County General Committee of the 
United Labor Party last evening wiped out the 


last vestige in its constitution nominally dis- 


tinguishing it as an independent party with 
principles of its own. For some time there has 
been strife in the committee over the clause in 
the constitution forbidding any fusion or dick- 
ering with the Republican or Democratic Par- 
ties, or those acting forthem. A portion of the 
committee has been very anxieus to have this 


obstacle removed. It has argued that ne candi- 
date of the United Labor Party could ever be so 
corrupt as to make any deals with the other 
parties, and that the presence of sueb a clause 
in the constitution was a refieetion upen the 
party. Last evening this element won and the 
clause was wiped out, as the assoelation in 13 
Assembly districts had voted to that effect. 

Resolutions were adopted attacking the last 
Democratic State Convention for denouncing the 
Electora! Reform bill, and the loeal Democracy 
tor trying to prevent the United Labor Party 
from getting election inspectora, and deciared 
that the Factory Inspectors were tools ap- 
pointed by the Governor for partisan purposes, 
One mat veted against these resolutions.

BLACK AGAINST WHITE. 


FEARS OF A RIOT OVER THE ELECTION 
AT BROWNSVILLE. 

MeEMPHIS,Tenn., Aug. 2.—At noon to-day a 
dispatch was received from Brownsville, Tenn., 
56 miles from Memphis and the county seat ef 
Haywood County, stating that trouble was ex- 
pected to arise between whites and blacks on 
account of the election for county officers in 
progress there. The Chief vf Police was re- 
quested to send a part of his force to preserve 
the peace. Later in the day another message 
came stating thata bloody conflict was im- 
minent and asking that the Chickasaw Guards 


of this city be sent out. The necessary order 
was obtained from the Governor uf the State by 
telegraph, and the Guards started for the scene 
of trouble, but got only as far as the station, 
when a dispatch came from the Sheriff of Hay- 
wood telling them that tueir services were un- 
necessary. 

It has since been ascertained that the train on 
which it was intended to send out the Guards 
to Brownsville was stopped about five miles 
outof the city by running against two twelve- 
foot steel rails which had been placed in a stuck 
pit. The train was not damaged, though it 
made & narrow escape, and the passengers were 
greatly alarmed. It is believed that the ob- 
struction was placed there by negroes from this 
city to destroy the troops or prevent their reach- 
ing Brownsvilie. 

Meanwhile Brownsville was in a fever of ap 
prehension. The public square was tilled with 
armed negroes, who swore they would take 
charge of the whole ballot boxes as 
they came in from the country. The 
whites armed themselves and_ collected 
in squads around the square, ready to 
oppose any such movement. This was the situ- 
ation at last accounts. The county ballot boxes 
had not then arrived, but they were expected in 
atany time. When they arrive there will, in 
all probability, be a bloody encounter. 

The trouble in the county has arisen from the 
corruption practiced by the Republican ofti- 
cials, Who vote by grace of the negro majority. 
The nominations for oftiee have been openly 
sold by, Republican conventions and the 
tinances of the oounty run down to a 
very low ebb under the administration 
of that party. The whites have grown desper- 
ate under the burdens placed on them and, by a 
combination with the property-owning begroes, 
have polled votes euough in the county election 
to-day to defeat the ringsters. Hence the latter 
stirred up their fellowers to violent measures in 
order te retain their grip on power.

JARIFF TALK FOR MEN WHO WORK. 


TAXES AND WHO PAY THEM. 
VIII. ” 

Everybody admits the necessity of taxa- 
tion. There arein every community various 
things that must be done for the general benefit 
and at the general expense. Thereis no need of 
telling what they are for everybody knows of 
the necessity of maintaining public highways in 
good eondition, of supporting schools, and in 
Jarge communities of paving and lighting the 
streets, providing drainage and water supply, 
guarding the public health, and so on. These 
things have to be paid for, and each citizen is 
supposed to contribute according to his means 
and the benefit he receives, Then State Gov- 
ernments have to be sustained for the making 
and administering of necessary laws, dealing 
with criminals, paupers, insane persons, &c., 
and for various public works. Every town’ 
must bear its share according to its wealth in 
the expenses of the State Government. Besides, 
we have our National Government to support at 
no small expense, and the people have to con- 
tributeto support that in one way or another. 

Of course the management of public interests, 
lecal, State, and national, is for the general ben- 
efit of the people, and so long as it is dene well 
and with econemy they ought to be satistied to 
pay forit. Itcontributes to their safety and 
comfort, and doubtless makes their industry 
and enterprise more successful and profitable, 
There can be no doubt that under a well-regu- 


lated and weil-managed Government labor is on 
the whole more effective, and what it produces 
is increased in amount. It is certainly worth 
what it costs, but there is no question that the 
cost has to be paid by the people in seme way, 
and that it must come out of what they produce 
by theirlabor. Asthere is ne source of profit 
for capital and no source of wages for labor ox- 
cept in the products of labor aided by capital, 
80 there is nv other source from which the ex- 
penses of Government can be drawn. It is 
drawn out by the process of taxing. What 
effect does this process have upon the commun- 
ity as a whole? 

We have admitted that the administration of 
public affairs is a necessity and a benefit and is 
worth its cost, Setting that agiae then as set- 
tled and looking at the questiow of taxation with 
reference to its effect on Industries, we must see 
that whatever it takesfrom the gereral product 
comes out of what was to be distributed among 
the preducers. It comes from what might have 
gone to profits and wages if itcould be assumed 
that government was of uo use or that it cost 
nothing. . In so far it lessens these. Taken as a 
whole the people pay in taxes what would have 
been left for theirown use and enjoyment if 
taxes were unnecessary. 

But who actually pay these taxes? They are 
generally collected from property which has 
been accumulated in the hands of individual 
citizens, or rather they are levied in proportion 
to the amount of sueh property and paid by 
those citizens from such funds as they have on 
hand, which are thereby diverted from any 
other use. Suppose a tax is levied upon land; 
to pay it takes a portion of the product of the 
land, but, so far as he Gan, the owner will make 
it up by getting mere for what remains to him, 
or rather for all the produets he sells, for the 
tax must be paid out of what he gets for them. 
In so far as he succeeds it raises the priee of his 
products ana his customers help to pay the tax 
and have so much the less for themselves in re- 
turn for theirown labor. Inso far as he fails 
to get it back he himself has so much the less 
from the proceeds of his land. If the tax 
is laid on real estate in the sense of 
lands and buildings, not used in raising 
products of the avil, the owner tries to get more 
tor their use. If rented he adds the tax to the 
rent so far as ho can, and the tenant helps to 
pay it. If he uses the property for business he 
tries to get the tax back in higher prices or 
higher charges, and so make others help pay it. 
Nobody can get away trom bearing part of the 
burden, whether his name is on the tax list and 
he receives bills from the collector or not. 
Where a tax is laid on personal property its 
general effect is to make it more costly to own, 
and if on accumulated wealth it makes it more 
hard to aecumulate; if on incomes it simply 
takes away apart of each man’s income for 
public expenses, 

However, itis not the present purpose to go 
into theories or methods of taxation. The in- 
tention is only to make it elear that ordinary 
taxes are taken outof the production of the 
community. They leave just so much Jess to be 
distributed for the personal benefit and enjoy- 
ment of the people. There is less for the profits 
of capital and the wages of labor, because some- 
thing has te zo to public expenses. Leaving 
aside the question of production being increased 
through the beuefite of guvernment, that 
whieh is divided among consumers as the re- 
turn for their work as producers is diminished, 
and the losa does not fall alone oh these who 
pay the tax bills. It is felt by everybody in 
Nigher rents and higher prices, which means 
that they get less fortheir money, and that 
again means simply that they get less in the end 
tor their labor. in short, everybody helps to pay 
the taxes and bears a part of the burden of 
taxation, and it really presses hardest on 
those who are able to earn the least.

EXCURSION FAOILITIES ON THE LOWER 
HUDSON, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Perhaps you will Kindly give room to a brief 
statement of dissatisfaction felt by the residents of 
those Hudson River towns, at least, with the citi- 
zens of contiguous places also interested in the 
matter. For some years the Hudson Riyer day 
boats have stopped at Yonkers and connected by 
ferry with Tarrytowu, Nyack, and adjoining towns. 
This enabled many thousands to take excursions to 
Newburg, West Point, and Poughkeepsie, return- 


ing in the afternoon—opportunities greatly 
prized and taken advantage of to a large ex- 
tent. Last year the yarns of the ferryboat Tap- 
pan Zee at Nyack cut off the people of both sides 
of the Hudson Valley at these points from such 
excursions—a less greatly felt and much regretted, 
Under the new arrangement this year the day boats 
do not stop at Yonkers or connect with Tarrytown 
or Nyack, the first stopping place being Cozzens. 
Consequently none of the residents of the lower 
Hudson below West Point have any opportunisyetor 
excursions. I do not propose to make this letter an 
indictment of the proprietors of the day boats for 
not stopping At the points named. With these 
entlemen it is simply a matter of dol 
ars, and it is not supposabis that they 
‘care particularly about the convenience of the pub- 
lic. In calling attention to this matter I wish to 
say that application will be made to the next Legis. 
lature to remedy this; as public earriers, a line of 
boats ig amenabje to legislation. Perhaps when 
these lines catch the eyes of some steamboat Owners 
they may be induced to consider the feasibility of 
Tunning an excursion boat to Poughkeepsie, leav- 
iug New-York at 8 in the morning and returning in 
the afternoon. As matters are now the 75,000 peo.

STANDING’ ON ITS RIGHTS. 

St. Pau, Aug, 2.—In defending its course 
in the matter of switching charges the State 
Railroad Commission says taat upon the passage 
of the preseui railroad law of the State the com- 
mission construed the law as making tinal and 
conclusive the decision of the commission as to 
what charge er turiff for any given service 
should be “equal and reasonable.” So inter- 
preting the law the commission claims to have 
in all cases of appeal from iis decisions per- 
sistently refused to consider as an open ques- 


tion the reasonableness of the tariff or charge 
allowed by it, and so in these cases just decided 
by Juage Brewer it stood contidently on the law 
of tne State and refusacd to submit evidence in 
vindication. of its decision. Hence the decision 
ot Judge Brewer was rendered upon the rail- 
road companies’ showing, aud the commission 
Says that it contidently expects to see that deci- 
sion reversed by Justice Miller of the Supreme 
Court of the United States at the term soon to 
be heid at Des Moines, as Judge Brewer re- 
versed Judge Nelson’s. 

The Interpretation put upon the law by the 
Minnesota Commissioners that the question of 
the reasonableness of rullroad fares and charges 
is under the law of this Stute and of the United 
States, and in ali cases wiere not otherwise ex 

ressly provided by law a legislative and nota 
judicial question was fully sustained by the Su- 
preme Court of this State in the so-called “ milk

The 
amount of damages asked for is $600,000. 
The litigants are all Americans. They include

York, who form the Short Line Railway Cum- 
pany, organized in 1882. ‘The company was 
given power to construct a line from Sydney to 
Lisbourg, Cape Breton, to the Straits of Canso, 
and irom New-Glasgow, Nova Scotia, 
through Moncton or Fredericton, New- 
Brunswick, to torm a connection with tue New- 
Brunswick Railway,as well as to build a branch 
jine from Pugwash, Nova Scotia, on the Inter- 
colonial. The Dominion Government, it is 
Glaimed, gave the capitalista the contract for 
constructing a railway from Oxford Station, 
Cumberland County, 10 Glasgow, with branch 
lines to Pugwash and Picton. ‘Thirty miles of 
the road was made ready for the rails, and it ig, 
costended an additional 40 wiles was made 
ready in part. On Jan. 28 last the Hon. Jobo 
Pope, Minister or Rallways, took possession of 
the railway. 

The company asks for $600,000 damages, 
claiming it as the amount of a mortgaze given 
by it a# security for the payment of a portion of 
the bond issue of $3,600,000.

THE IOWA COMMISSIONERS. 

Iowa City, lowa, Aug. 2.—The case of 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railway 
against the lowa Railway Commissioners began 
before Judge Fairall yesterday on a wotlon to 
dissolve the injunction granted by the 
Judge restraining the lowa Commission- 
ers from putting into effect the sched- 
ule of rates they adopted under. the 
hew railway law. Attorney-General Baker 
spoke five hours for the State, arguing that the 
law was not only constitutionai but that the 
Commissioners bad a right to tix the ratos. The 
Hon. Thomas W. Wright followed for the 
railroad, denying the constitutionality of the 
law and declaring that the Com- 
missioners had not proceeded in aecord- 
ance with law in making the schedule. 
To-day Thomas I’. Wright took up the alleged 
untairness of the Commissioners’ schedule and 
argued that the railways could not stand it, es- 
pecially the clause regarding long and short 
hauls, The arguments will consume at least 
another day. 


UPSETTING PASSENGER RATES. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 2.—The Chicago and At- 
lantic Road has upset the plans of the Central 
Traffic Association lines by giving notice of a re- 
duced rate to New-York at the time of the 
Blaine reception. The association roads de- 
clined to make an excursivun rate because it 
would seriously demoralize business. The Ni- 
agara Falis Short L se, which had previously 
aunounced a reduced rate, withdrew it in the 
interest of harmony, and agreed tu act with the 
other lines; but new the Chicago and Atlantic 
has taken a hand in the business, and Chairman 
Daniels has called a meeting of association 
roads to see what shallbe done aboutit. The 
Chicago and Atlantic rate is $18 50 for the reund 
trip, Chicago to New-Yerk and return.

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Aug 2.—The terms 
of agreement between the Northern Pacific and 
the Mantitoba Government were made public 
to-day. The Northern Pacific agrees to build 
this year the extension to Port Arthur and next 
year to continue the line to Brandon. No ar- 
rangements are made as to branch line exten- 
sions. The agreowment provides for the 
maintenance of maximumM rates from the prov- 
ince to Duluth on wheat aud certain other 
glasses of freight. This rate 1s considerably 
lower than the Canadian Pacific rate from Win- 
nipeg to Port Arthur. The agreement also dis- 
tinctly stipulates. that the Northern Pacilic 
shall not enterinto any pooling arrangements 
with the Canadian Pacific. 


THE MANITOBA’S OUTLET. 

Sr. Pau, Aug. 2.—Yesterday afternoon 
tracklayers on the Eastern Railroad of Minne- 
sota crossed the Kettle River Bridge, 13 miles 
from Hinckley. On this end of the line track 1s 


laid out for 25 miles, leaving but little more 
than 20 miles yet to be ironed to give the Mani- 
toba system a direct outlet to Lake Superior. 
All this 20 miles is ready for iron, and when rails 
are received from the East wiil be covered at 
the rate ofa wileéaday.

I have the honor to inform 
you that the Atiorney-General of Virginia, under 
my instructions, is now makinuga thorough exam- 
ination of all tue facts bearing upon the present 
boundary: line between ‘teunessee and Virginia. 
Upon the reception of his report, if it is deemed 
proper toreopen and definitely settle the question 
at issue, a further proceeding, by suitin the Supreme 
Court of the United States, will be instituted in or- 
der to have the whole matter ascertained and fixed 
by that court. Theabove action will be taken in 
compliance with a joint resolution of the Legislat- 
ure of Virginia.

From Speaker Carlisle’s speech at the Academy 
of Music, New-York City: 


“Whoever asserts that the Democratic Party is 
in favor of free trade in this country, or that the 
present Administration: has adopted or recom. 
Toended a free-trade policy, or that the bill now 
pending in the House of Representatives is a tree- 
trade measure, is either ignorant of the terms he 
uses or is so blinded by partisan prejudice as to be 
incapable of doing justice to his political opponents.

MURDERED HIS SON-IN-LAW. 


AND THEN TOOK HIS OWN LIFE BY SHOT 
AND POISON. 

SHERMAN, Texas, Aug. 2.—A murder and 
suicide occurred at Cannon, 18 miles from this 
city last night. The Rev. G. Harrison, an aged 
minister of the Methodist Church whose 
family reside in this elty, has been engaged 
for saveral months in the mereantile busi- 
ness at Cannon, having his son-in-law, 


ayoung map 25 years of age, by the name of 
Ben Parvin, as his partner in business. Parvin’s 
wife, the Kev. Mr. Harrisen’s ceneninn is not 
over 18 years of age. has one child, and lived 
with her husband at Cannon. The Rev. Mr. 
Harrison transferred his business and property 
at Cannon to Parvin on cendition that Parvin 
allow hima portion of the income. After op- 
taining possession of the property Parvin failed 
to comply with the agreement. Mr. Harrison 
oame to Sherman day before yesterday, and be- 
fore starting to return to Cannon yesterday he 
wrote a will which he signed and gave to his wife 
without making any explanation further than to 
tell her that if anything happened to him to 
have his body brought te Sherman and buried. 
He started for Cannoa apparently with the full 
intention to murder his son-in-law and take his 
own lite, going not only armed with deadly 
weapons, but carrying also a quantity of 
morphine, aJl of which was unknown to his 
wife. He reached Parvin’s house about 10 
o’cloek at night. Parvin was preparing to re- 
tire. Harrison advanced within a few paces of 
him, and firing several shets with a pistol 
brought him to the ground, killing 
him instantdy. He then turned the 
pistol to his own head and fired, receiving a shot 
which also brought him down, but the wouna 
was not sufficient to kill him, and being con- 
scious he swallowed a quantity of the morphine 
which he had prepared for: that purpose, and 
whieh brought death in a short while. The 
family is highiy respected. 





° OLUVUES TO EARLY MURDERS. 

DvuBUQUE, Iowa, Aug. 2.—The discovery 
of human skeletons in East Dubuque, supple- 
mented by other finds, has set the old settlers 
thinking. Many interesting reminiscences are 
related, some of which may result ia throwing 
valuable light upen the mystery. One man, 
who came to East Dubuque at an early day, 
vividiy recalls incidents of the days when the 
town was crowded with fortune hunterson their 
way to the California gold mines. He says that 
during those days a man named Dixon, who had 
sold a valuable farm in Vermont, came to East 
Dubuque with several thousand dollars in bis 
possession and stopped at a boardiag heuse sit- 
uated on the site of these discoveries. His only 
companion was a boy about 16 years of age. 
He made the acquaintance of several tough 
characters, two of whom haunted his footsteps 
day and night. One morning Dixon was mniss- 
ing. The poy who accompanied him insisted 
tkat he had been murdered for his money by his 
companions, but they declared that he had gone 
eutin the river in a skiff while drunk and the 
boat had capsized. Search was instituted for 
him, but to no avail. The nextday the two men, 
who had been his constant associates, took their 
departure, and were not again seen in that vi- 
cinity. 

Another oase related is that of a butcher 
named Baron, who came to East Dubuque 25 
years ago from Grant Connty, Wis., with a large 
sum of money in his possession. He alsostopped 
at this boarding house and suddenly disap- 
peared, and his friends were mever able to finda 
any trace of him. There can be no doubt but 
that the discoveries made form clues to bloody 
deeds enacted many years ago. 





WORK OF INCENDIARIFES. 

DARIEN, Conn., Aug. 2.—The large barns 
belonging to the estate of the late Alonzo Clark, 
M. D., were burned to the ground Monday night, 
together with mostof their contents and appoint- 
ments, involving a loss of several thousand dol- 
lars, the cattle and carriages only escaping de- 
struction. This is the third disastrous fire that 
has eecurred upon the same/property within five 
months aud the fifthina circle with a radius 
ofa quarter of a mile, besides ene unsuccessful 
attempt atincendiarism within the same period. 
In Mareh last a dwelling house on the above 
estate was tired and those whe first came upon 
the scene found the flames running swiftly over 
the floors as if following some inflammable 
liquid, a circumstance which was observed 
when W. R. Leckwood’s barn was discovered to 
be on fire, a few weeks afterward. The burning 
of Darius Waterbury’s barn followed, and an 
examination of the house near by, which had 
not been occupied fer some months, diselosed 
the fact that the incendiary had lighted some 
newspapers in aeloset. About two weeks ago a 
barn beionging to Dr. Clark’s heirs was burned, 
and noboay dares to hope that Monday’s con- 
flasration will stand atthe end of the list for 
any lengtn of time. The firebug seems to be 
getting bolder, forthe fires are more frequent 
than ever, and the last two occurred ata very 
early hour of the night. 





WESTERNERS CALL 1T SUIOIDE. 
OmaHaA, Neb., Aug. 2.—Last Thursday 
evening Pawnee City was thrown inte great 
excitement over the deliberate murder of 
Bertha Schultz, a pretty and popular young 
lady, by Fremont Emmons, who had been re- 


jected, and Tuesday morning the little 
town enjoyed a lynching bee. Immediate- 
iy after the murder, Emmons was taken 
to Hastings for safe keeping, but was 
brought back to Pawnee Monday for the 
preliminary trial About 1 o’clock Tuesday 
morning a masked meb of citizens surrounded 
the Court House, took the prisoner, conveyed 
him to a high railroad bridge near the town, and 
with arope 15 feet long around his neck, made 
him jump off The crime committed by 
Emmons was an entirely unprovoked and most 
bruial one. While his victim was in the yard, 
he deliberately entered the gate, walked up to 
her, took her by the arm and plunged a sharp- 
pointed shoemaker’s knife iuto ber heart. The 
girl gare a scream and fell over dead. 

A Coroner’s jury found that Emmons com- 
mitted suicide by jumping oft a briage. 


HIDDEN AWAY IN OORNERS. 

Boston, Aug. 2.—A few days ago a jour- 
neymar painter named George Edwards, a Finn, 
was taken ill with pneumonia. He lived in mean 
lodgings at the north end, and as he was ap- 
parently peaniless and friendless he was ro- 
moved tv the City Hespitai, where he died 
Monday. As the woman whe kept the lodging 


house where he lived was cleaning up the ‘room 
he occupied she was eurprised to find stowed 
away in corners, boxes, stockings, and out-of- 
the-way places about $400 in small bills. The 
woman informed the authorities, and the Pub- 
lic Administrator looked inte the matter. He 
found, after careful search in all sorts ef filth, 
cash to the amount ofnearly $800,and three bank 
beoks representing $4,000 more. This made in all 
about $5.200 stowed away in a@ mean little 
room by this foreign-born laborer, who, so far 
as is known, had not @ relative in the world. 
Even his real name is unknown to any one, and 
60 there is little chance of tracing his relatives 
or. friends in Finland. The attempt will be 
wade, however. 





A HUGE RATTLESNAKE. 
HARRISBURG, Aug. 2.—The greatest set of 
rattles ever cut from a rattlesnake are now on 
exhibition in tne office of the Treasurer of Ly- 
coming County, at Williamsport. The string 
measures 8lo inches and centains 45 rattles. 


The biggest string of rattles en reeord previous 
to this was taken from the big snake killed near 
Westport last week. That string measured 4 
inches in length and contained 21 rattles. The 
snake that bore it was the biggest one ever 
killed in the State, being 7 feet long. The 
post curieus fact connected with the monster 

filliamsport set of rattles is that it was taken 
from « snake leas than 3 feet long, the rat- 
tles forming almost one-fourth of the reptile’s 
entire length. If it is true that a rattlesnake 
grows a rattle every year after the tirst year the 
enake must have been 46 years old, This freak 
among snakes was killed by County Treasurer 
Eldred in the Pine Creek region. 





KILLED BY A YOUNG RUFFIAN. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind, Aug. 2.—Yesterday 
William Elisworth, 19 years old, son of a promi- 
nent physician and old resident of Lafayette, 
was shot and killed by a desperado named 
“ Burt” White, 17 years old. Ellsworth was 
fishing ana White annoyed him by throwing 
stones in the water from a bridge above 
where he was standing. Ellsworth picked up a 
stone and climbed up to the bridge. White gaw 
him coming, and, drawing a revolver, shot him 
dead. Whiteisthe leader of a gang known in 
Indiana asthe “Dirty Dozen,” the exploits of 
which in thieving and other feats. of outlawry 
have given the police a vast amount of trouble.

10 SUBDUE FIERCE WAVES 


SOME EXPERIMENTS W1ITH 
OIL-LADEN KOOKETS. 

WHE OIL CAN BE SPREAD JUST WHERE 
IT IS NEEDED, AND SEEMS TO ACT 
VERY EFFECTIVELY”. 

A practi¢al and successful exhibition of 
the werkings of the new oil rockets, designed 
to lessen the dangerous effects of heavy seas 
during gales of wind, was given yester- 
day afternoon at Coney Island, near the 
Brighton Beach Hotel, by the inventor, 
Second Officer. Wilhelm Meissel of the North 
German Lioyd steamship Werra. A large party 
of gentlemen, including Lieut. V. L. Cottman, 
Chief of the Branch Hydrographic Office, United 
States Navy, and William Mayer and Henry 
Fieck of Yonkers, the agents in America for the 
invention, witnessed the trial. A great crowd 
of uninvited spectators also gathered and 
watched the long flights of the four fiery rockets 
with intense interest and outspoken admiration. 

The surf was too light yesterday to effect- 
ively show off the merits of the invention, as it 
gives the best effects in a heavy sea, but the 
tests were sufficient to highly please the party 
and give a good idea of its action. The rocket 
usedis the one ordinarily used in pyrotechnic 
exhibitions, with the exploding top taken out 


and replaced by a light tin cylinder containing, 
for an average charge, ene pound of train oil. 
Tbrough the centre of the oil runs a small tube 
containing two ounees of gunpowder, which 
ignites as soon as the motive power of the 
rocket is spent, and explodes, casting the oil in 
a tine spray over the water. Of course the 
rockets and cylinders may be mado in both 
larger and smaller sizes. 


q 
The first rocket set off was headed directly 


out to sea at an elevation of 45 degrees. It flew 
away for nearly half a mile and worked admir- 
ably, exploding just before it reached the water. 
In less than a minute a shining tilm could be 
geen rapidly spreading around the floating stick 
and soothing the dancing waves as four tingere 
of Old Rye soothes a * terrible example.”  Un- 
fortunately the tide was running out and the 
full area covered by the oil could not be noticed, 
so the next rocket was discharged at the same 
elevation, buf nearly parallel with the shore. 
It went along for 3,500 feet anda exploding 
spread out a sheet of oil over a surface 
of about 2,000 square feet that broke 
the temper of the breakers ven and 
kept every one of them but those immediately 
upon the beach from combing over. The third 
one was sent at an elevation of 65 degrees high 
upinthe air. It burst about 200 feet above the 
water, but seemed to work about as well as 
those exploded directly above the surface, and 
seou the same silken spread covered the waves. 
The angle of projection of the fourth and last 
roeket was reduced to 25 degrees, and it went 
with a roar straight into the breakers. The 
shock broke the cylinder before the rocket had 
ceased moving, and the sparks ignited the oil, 
sotting the ocean on five for a short time. 

The experiments proved the rocket to be all 
its inventor claims it, and he was corresponda- 
ingly elated, althougk if the sea had been 
rougher the oil would have spread more rapidly 
and to a greater extent, and would have shown 
its effect even more pialnly. 

On her fast trip over here the Werra ran 
through the edge of a cyclone and encountered 
several tremendous seas, which were eftect- 
ively prevented from breaking over her by a 
few of these rockets fired {rom the bridge. The 
German authorities are about to adopt the 
invention for tkeir coast and marine service, 
and Mr. Meissel will bring it to the notice of 
the United States Life-Saving Service very 
shortly. The value of oil for stilling the waters 
has been known for many years, but Mr. Meis- 
sel is the first one to perfect a plan for placing 
It easily and quickly at any desired spot. While 
ite primary use is to aid tie life-saving crews in 
reaching wrecks and the like it is also of value 
to both merchant and naval vessels, enabling 
them to use their small boats in any sea. 





BURNED TO DEATH IN HIS RoOM. 

A house belonging to Richard V. Horn, 
near Lake Mohegan, about four miles from 
Peekskill, was destroyed by fire at an early 
hour yesterday morning and Mr. Horn’s grand- 
father, Henry Haight, was burned to death in 
his room. Mr. Horn kept a boarding house 


during the Summer months and has had 15 
boarders. As his grandfather, Mr. Haigbt, was 
85 years of age and very feeble, an addition had 
been built on tothe rear of the house, which 
was a good-sized one, for his accommoda- 
tiou, ard to relieve him of the necessity of 
going up ana down staira. At midnight 
Wednesday night one of the servant girls 
of the house was awakened by the smoke in her 
room and hastily gave the alarm. The board- 
ers had only sufficient time to put ona few clotnes 
and then escape from the rapidly burning build- 
ing, leaving their effects behind them. Mr. 
Horn hastened to his grandfather’s room, where 
the tire hud started, but couid not epen the deor 
leading into the house. He then went outside 
and burst open an outside door, when he found 
the room enveloped in flames, with no pessibil- 
ity of getting inte it. In about three hours the 
big building wasinruins. Only a few charred 
bones remained of Mr. [laight’s body. 

A Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict in accord- 
ance with the facts. It is supposed that Mr. 
Haight overturned a lamp which was always 
left burning in his room at night gnd set fire to 
the furniture. Mr. Horn’s loss was about $5,000 
on building and furniture, upon whicn he had 
an insurance of $2,50\), 


AN OBSTREPEROUS PREACHER. 

Those who attended a meeting of the New- 
York Christian Mission at 257 West Eighteenth- 
street Wednesday night were annoyed by the 
wild and absurd behavior of an _ itinerant 
preacher, Mnason Huntsman, who had been at- 
tending the meetings of the mission for several 
weeks, and who had been voted a nuisance. Mr. 
Walter H. Villiers, the Superintendent, re- 
quested Huntsinau to retire, and he became s0 
violent and abusive that he was locked up. He 
told Justice Power yesterday that he was a wan- 
dever, having uo settled place of abude, and that 
his business was preaching the Gospel. He was 
held for trial at the Court of Geueral Sessions in 
default of $100 bail for disturbing a religious 
meeting, and in his formal examination said: 
“T have nothing tosay. I will leave it tomy 
accuser and my God. Godis my avenger, and 
*T will repay, saith the Lord.’ Amen, so be it.” 

Huntsman told areporter of THe TIMES. that 
he was born in Strouishburg, Monroe County, 
Penn. His father was a stage proprietor. He 
worked at railroading, &., until four years ago, 
when he w4s inspired and bidden by God to 
preach the Gospet. He had often gotten into 
trouble becuuse of his earnestness, and he lived 
on whatever the Lord gave him through the 
hands of those who heard him preach. He last 
tried to save souls at Park Ridge. 








MR. HARRISON CLOSES HIS SERVICES. 

The'clesing scenes of the revival services 
in the old John-Street Methodist Chureh under 
the guidance of Mr. Harrison were full of emo- 
tion to the people of the chureh and all who had 
been engaged in the work. The meeting last 
night ended the revival for the present, but it is 
probable that the services will be resumed in 
the Fall. On the immense plaque of flowers 
back of the pulpit there were traced last even- 
ing the words, “Hallelujah Jubilee, 2,500.” 
The revival beyan in the churchin January last, 
and 2,500 converts have been made since. Last 
nighteven at the jubilee over 20 went to the 
aliar and kneeled while Mr. Harrison prayed 
with them. The Rev. Dr. Bowdish, 
the Pastor, spoke a few werds, 
and Mr. Harrison talked for over an_ hour. 
He narrated one experience that he said made 
his heart rejoice. An old lady had come to him 
daily when be was atthe Centra! Church, ask- 
ing him to pray for her son. She followed him 
down te John-street, and joined with the revi- 
Valists in petitions for the young man. Yester- 
day afternoon, the ciosing day, she said it was 
the last chance, and was fervent in ber petitions. 
Before the service was over the boy was on his 
way to the altar and, according to Mr. Harrison, 
tound peace before he reached the rail. 

On Tuesday Mr. Harrison will open the camp 
meeting at Sing Sing, where he expects a great 
revival will take place. 





HE WAS DEEPLY IN DEBT. 

The body found floating in the river off 
the Central Railroad docks at Communipaw has 
been identified as that of Charles Million, a 
Newark weather prophet. He was, according 


to letters he left, deeply in debt, incurred by 
unsuccessful betting on his weather predictions 
and by gambling. He went to New-York for 
the purpose of borrowing $600 to pay off some 
ef his depts, which he stated amounted to over 
$15,000. While in New-York, evidently a few 
hours before his suicide, he wrote a postal card 
te friends in Newark, saying that he had been 
wmable to borrow the amount of money he 
wanted, that he had just eaten a twenty-cent 
dinner, and that he proposed to ride on the 
elevated trains till 1 o’clock in the morning and 
then jump into the river. Million was a French- 
man, 45 years of age. A letter found in one of 
the pockets of the drowned man bearing the 
address

FRUITLESS EFFORTS FOR UNION IN THE 
THIRTEENTH ASSEMBLY DISTRICT. 

The attempts which have been made to 
consolidate the interesta of the Republicans of 
the Gibbs and Cowie factions in the Thirteenth 
Assembly District have practically fallen 
through. The result is that Mr. Gibbs is again 
thrown upon his old deviee of defeating every 
candidate for Assembly put up by the Cowie 
faction because he cannot elect his own candi- 
date. Although the matter has not been torm- 
ally decided as yet, the politicians of both divis- 
fons in the Thirteenth District concede that 
despite the necessity for a union there this year, 
partieularly upon the Presidential ticket, such 
a thing now is only a remote possibility. 

The disaffection in the district dates back to 
the time when a new Republican enrollment 
Was ordered. State Senator Frederick S. Gibbs 
aud Clarence W. Meade were the leacers of the 
Republican Party in the ward. Wben the night 
for enrollment came certain members of the or- 
ganization, among whom was the present Al- 
derman, James A. Cowie, declared that the en- 
rollment was not fairly conducted and demanded 
a repetition. This being denied them, they left 
the parent organization aud started the Anti- 
Gibbs Association. They then appealed to the 
County Committees, offering to furnish affidavits 
showing that many of the names upon the 
rolis were those of dead men and others 
of persons who were and had _. been 
Democrats as far back as tho war. The 
County Committee declined te receive this 
evidence, and thereupon the breach grew wider 
thanever. Meanwhile the anti-Gibbs organiza- 
tion continued to prosper. It succeeded in 
electing James A. Cowie twice to the Board of 
Aldermen, while the machine club was unable 
to elect any person to an office. But the latter 
was suflicientiy strong to prevent the Cowie 
faetion from electing an Assemblyman, so it 
was comparatively content. 

Some time after the last municipal election 
Messrs. Gibbs and Meade calied upon Mr. Cowle 
and asked him to use his Influence to effect a 
union of the Republicans for the: Presidential 
year. Upon éertain representations Mr. Cowie 
consented to de this. But these were the terms 
of the union: The machine organization should 
join the Anti-Gibbs Club and accept its choice 
for President, Secretaries, and Treasurer, and 
consent to a complete re-enrollment of the Re- 
publican votersin the district. In return for 
this the Cowie faction consented to reward Mr. 
Gibbs’s friends by allowing them to 
fill the offices of six Vice-Presidents 
and seme Secretaries. Persons who are famil- 
jar with the eircumstances of this proposal 
relate that when Mr. Gibbs heard it he became 
very angry and used some language not heard 
in the pest Thirteenth Assembly District so- 
ciety. Then Mr. Gibbs suggested that the union 
be effected and that then the re-enroliment 
might take place after the November election. 
Mr. Cewle again metaphorically waggled his 
fingers and observed that the re-enrollment 
would take place before the union or that the lat- 
ter would never occur. Whereupon Mr. Gibbs 
for a while was disgusted, but suggested that it 
might be well touppointa conference cormmit- 
tee of tive, and selected last night for that pur- 

ose. 

a In pursuance of this the machine faction'’s Ex- 
ecutive Committee met in the asseciation’s 
rooms in the Grand Opera House and appointed 
a conference committee of five to dicker with 
Alderman Cowie’s supporters, who, as yet, havo 
not “taken similar uction. There was a belief 
that the Executive Committee would be divided 
on the question of appointing the conference 
committee, but the reverse was the case, 
Messrs. Gibbs and Meade had secured so many 
consents to the proposed plan that the com- 
mittee was appointed without a dissenting 
voice. The Cowie faetion will now appoint a 
committee, and if affairs progress in the manner 
the knowing politicians of the Thirteenth Dis- 
trict promise, the whole compromise will end 
rigut there. 





SING SING CONVIOCIS IDLE. 


NO WORK AT THE ELMIRA REFORM-~ 
ATORY—THE STATE MAY BE SUED. 
All the machinery was idle in the stove 

and shoe shops In Sing Sing Prison yesterday in 
consequence of the prison bill having becomes a 
law. The citizen employes were told when they 
appeared ready for work in the morning that 
there was nothing for them to do. They re- 
turned to their homes with their dinner baskets 
on their arms and they walked abont town 
talking over the situation. In tho shops a 
few were at work taking inventory of the 
stock, as it had been leftin amore or less fin- 
ished state when work ceased on Wednesday 
afternoon. This was all the work there was 
done there yesterday. Thé convicta ‘were 
marched out to breakfast at the usual hour in 
the morning, and after the meal were marched 
about the yard for half an hour for exercise. 
They were then iocked in their cells, some of 
them two in a celi, which was very uncomforta- 
ble, owipg to the hot temperature in the gal- 
leries. At noon time they were marched out te 
dinner and again given a walk for exercise and 
then they were locked up for the remainder of 
the day. This will be the daily routive until the 
authorities have settled upou some work to do 
to keep the men employed in the spirit of the 
new prison bill. 


Evm1ra, N. Y., Aug. 2.—The manufacture 
of merchandise was stopped at the Elmira Re- 
tormatory to-day by the managers, who met at 
noon and passed the foilowing preamble and 
resolution: 

Whereas, The newspapers announce the signing 
of the Prison bill by the Governor, therefore 

Resolved, That the General Superintendent imme- 
diately discontinue the manufacture ot werchandiso 
ai the refurmatory and at the earliest possible date 
submit to the managers a plan tor employing the in- 
mates, 

The above order will make a change in affairs 
at the institution on the hill and possibly result 
in several lawsuits against the State for dam- 
ages. The inmates have been kept busy manu- 
facturing chairs, hollow ware, brooms, easters, 
&e., and the products have most all been taken 
by a few firms. 

A representative of one of these tirms said to- 
day: “The reformatory managers have ac- 
cepted my orders four 12,000 more chairs than 
they have supplied me with. I, in turn, have 
made contra¢ts to deliver these chairs, and I 
have got to have them to fill my erders or the 
State must settle the bili for damages, I know 
of one firm whose order bas been accepted for 
500,000 furniture casters. Of course if they 
are not supplied, it is a loss to the concern, and 
a wrong which will have to be righted, and sev- 
eral suits will undoubtedly result.” 





CHRISTOPHER MEYER’S FUNERAL. 

The funeral of Christopher Meyer, the 
millionaire rubber manufacturer, who diea 
Tuesday, took place iast evening at his late 
residence, 617 Fifth-avenue. The cotlin lay in 
the reception room on the left of the front door, 
surrounded by a few magnificent floral tributes. 
A large number of the friends and business ac- 
quaintances of the dead man were present as well 


a3 the members of the family. The ceremonies 
were conducted by Bishop Newman, who read 
the form of service customary in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, following with an address on 
the charaeter of Mr. Meyer. The Rev. Dr. 
Tho1ioas Hanlon of Pennington Seminary assist- 
ed in the service and offered prayer.

THERE WAS NO FRAUD, 


AN OPINION IN THE SUIT AGAINST R. 
8S. NEWCOMBE AND OTHERS. 

In October last a suit was instituted by 
Walter Raleigh and other heirs of the Raleigh 
estate, situated in Camden, N. J.,. against 
Richard 8. Newcombe, lawyer; James G. Fitz- 
patrick, and Mr. Cohn of this city, charging 
them with fraud. It was alleged that they in- 
duced the heirs to formacompany known as the 
Raleigh Land Improvement Company, but that 
since its formation the whole property had been 


wrenched out of the hands of the heirs, who had 
reeeived only $111,000 in return, whereas (it 
Was worth a mucb larger sum. 

Chancellor McGill of New-Jersey has just 
issued a final decree in the matter, in which he 
Says that the court is of the opinion that the 
charges of fraud contained in the bill of 
complaint are not sustained by the proofs in the 
cause, and that the articles of agreement and 
power of attorney set forth in the bill were 
not procured or executed by or uniier 
any fraud, duress, or undue influence 
practiced by the defendants, or either 
of them, upon the eomplainant, Walter 
Raleigh or his co-parties to said instruments, 
and is also of the opinion that the organization 
of the defendant corporation, the Raleigh Land 
and Improvement Company, was made in good 
faith and in accordance with the true con- 
struction of the agreement between the parties 
thereto, and that the affairs and business of the 
corporation were managed by James G.:Fitz- 
patrick, Richard 8. Newcombe, and Moritz 
Cohn in good faith and without fraud practiced 
or attempted to be practiced by them upon the 
complainant or any other stockholders of the 
corporation. 


FOR A NEW CLUBHOUSE. 


THE MANHATTAN ATHLETIC CLUB'S 


PURCHASE. 

The Manhattan Athletic Club has pur- 
chasea the property of the Gospel Tabernacle 
Church, on the southeast corner of Madison-ave- 
nue and Forty-tifth-street, for $160,000. The 
church will be torn down and a magnificent 
clubhouse built on the site. The acquisition of 
the property has been in negotiation for some 
months by the club’s officers, but the formai 
conveyance was made at noon yesterday. The 
club was 80 sure of securing the site that archi- 


teets wore engaged to submit plans for the new 
home of the club before the deed was signed. 

The new clubhouse will bea substantial five- 
story briek structure, with stone trimmings. 
It will havea front of 125 feet 10 inches on 
Madison-avenue and 125 feet 5 inches on Forty- 
fifth-street. The main entrance will be by 
broad white marble ste).3- on Madisor-avenue, 
In the basement will be the plunge and Turkish 
baths, a long-range shooting gallery, and, 
say the club people. the finest bowling 
alley in the country. Elegant parlors, 
modeled after those of the Union League Club, 
will take up half of the first floor, the other 
half to be devoted to the billiard and pool room. 
A spacious auditorium, to be called the lyceurn. 
will take up half of the second and third floors, 
aud the remainder of these seetions will be 
fitted up as private rooms for members. The 
auditorium will be so arranged that it can be 
quickly changed into a lawn tennis court. The 
members’ suites will occupy the entire fourth 
floor, and thy gymnasium will take up nearly 
the whole of the fifth, asmall portion being re- 
served for the café and kitchen. 

The eost of the new clubhouse, including the 
purchase of the old church eJifice and the ex- 
pense of demolition will be $500,000. The con- 
tracts for tearing down the church will be signed 
to-day or to-morrow, and the preliminary work 
begun atonce.

NOT CONSECUTIVE. HOURS 


IN REPLY TO OOMPLAINTS 


OF LETTER CARRIERS, 
POSTMASTER PEARSON STATES WHY 
THEIR HOURS MUST BE IRREGULAR 
—INTENTION OF CONGRESS. 
Postmaster Pearson yesterday made a 
statement in regard to the complaints which 
have been made by some of the letter carriers 
regarding the manner in which the eight-hour 
law, passed by Congress for their benefit, is be- 
ing executed under his direction. “It is 
absurd,” he says, ‘to suppose that the deliveries 
and collections of mail matter in this or any 
othercity can be efficiency and satisfactorily 
performed if confined to any consecutive eight 
hoursaday. The needs of the public require 
that ‘the service incident to the collection and 
delivery of letters shall extend trom 4:45 A. 
M. to midnight daily, a period of 
19% hours. It is manifestly impossible that 
this service could be performed by assigning 
all the carriers to duty during the same eight 
hours of the day. That their hours of duty shall 
be so divided that while some are at work 
others shall be left unemployed, to resume duty 
when their services are again required, is anun- 
avoidable necessity of the situation. It is a 
further necessity that there shall be variations 
in the periods of active service, according to the 
varying looal conditions and needs of the differ- 
ent districts throughout the city.” 
Theo public has a right to demand, Mr. Pearson 
says, that its correspondence shall be promptly 
delivered and collected, and an early morning 


and an evening eollection and delivery are abso- 
lute necessities. Throughout the day deliveries 
must be made as often as possible, and the car- 
riers must be so assigned that for the heavier 
deliveries the mail shall be divided between two 
men on the same route, while on those trips 
when the mail is lighter the work can be per- 
formed by ene man. By far the larger part 
of mail matter in the. city, especially in 
the business pertion, is posted in the lat- 
ter part of the ay, and unless 
arrangements are made for its prompt 
collection and delivery any pretense of efii- 
cient local service in New-York would be a 
farce. The schedules for the work of the car- 
riers have been prepared carefully, with the 
view, primarily, of furnishing the pepe with 
the best service pessible, and secondly, to com- 

ly with the spiritand letter of the law limit- 
ng the time of actual service of the carriers te 
eight hourseach. It is evident that, if the effi- 
cient service to whiechthe public is entitied is 
to be furnished, those hours must be so ar- 
ranged as te meet the requirements of the pco- 
ple, 4nd thatthe desires and convenience of 
the carriers must be consulted only so far as it 
ean be done consistently with due regard to 
those of the public. 

“T do not prepose,”’ Mr. Pearson says, ‘‘to 
eripple the postal service here nor to sacrifice 
the public interests placed in my eharge in order 
te gratify the unreasonable demands of any class 
ofemployes. Ido not understand that the ob- 
ject of the establiahment and maintenance of 
the postal service is to secure the enjoyment of 
a good time for its employes, whether Post- 
master, slerks, or, carriers, but to vrovide for 
the safe and expeditious transportation and de- 
livery of the mail matter of the public, who pay 
the salaries of these employes, and who have a 
right to the best possible service in return.” 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The attention of 
Col, J. T. Bates, Superintendent of the free-de- 
livery system of the Post Office Department, 
was to-day called to the published statements 
that the letter carriers in several of the large 
cities were complaining of the rules fixing 
irregular hours of duty under the new eight- 
hour law. Ho said: 

“Tt was not the intention of Congress to make 
the hours conseeutive, as shown by the fact 
that the consecutive clause was stricken out of 
the bill by the committee as wholly impraetica- 
ble, and was so admitted by the committee of 
carriers who appeared before the commit- 
tee. The great mails of the large 
cities like New-York, Philadelphia, and 
others must be handled in the interest 
of the public, and no excuse for failure can be 
made to the business community, and ought not 
to be made. Weare heldto a strict accounta- 
bility by the people, and the rules which have 
been made for the conduct of the service are 
entirely for their benefit. The carrier torce at 
New-York and Philadelphia is composed in the 
main, say, 95 per cent. of honest, reliable, and 
faithfulmen. About 5 per cent. or less are 
chronic fault-finders, who are constantly talking 
against the Government and its officers, and 
trying to produce discontent and demoraliza- 
tion among the mass of good men whoare striy- 
ing to do their duty, and are reasonably satis- 
fied with the rules under which they work. 
These fault-finders ought to be removed 
from the service. Thess men are receiving 
$1,000 per year for eight hours of labor per 
day, more than skilled mechanics generally re- 
veive who work 10 hours per day, and far more 
than the average of salaries paid to Post Oftice 
clerka, who are necessarily on duty-from 10 to 
i5 hours daily. They now propose te have the 
schedule for collections and deliveries so 
ehanged as to work incalculable injury to the 
business public. The reorganization at New- 
York has been effected fairly and justly, having 
in viow the proper conduct of the service and a 
reasonable construetion of the iaw in its letter 
and — Some inequalities and some inequit- 
able disposition as to routes ana time may svon 
be made apparent. Ifso they will be remedied. 
It takes a little time to perfect a reorganization 
under a law which changes the plans and rules 
of 25 years.”

WAY DR. BOOTH RESIGNS. 


UNABLE TO AGREE WITH A WARDEN 
WHO HE SAYS IS INCOMPETENT. 

MorRIstTown, N. J., Aug. 2.—Dr. Edward 
C. Booth, Medical Director of the State Asylum 
for the Insane at Morristown, has tendered his 
resignation, which has deen accepted, and will 
take effect to-day. In the letter accompanying 
the resignation, dated July 18, Dr. Booth said: 


“Inthe year 1886, at your request, after some 
years’ service as assistant physician, I accepted the 
office of Medical Director of the State Asylum for 
the Insane at Morristown. I did this with some 
misgivings as to the working ot the new system, 
but [ was encouraged by assurances of the hearty 
support of the managers andthe Warden, with whom 
my personal relations had been mostkind. The 
system is faulty. and the best results cannot be ob- 
tained under it, yet with a competent and reasona- 
ble man devoted to the welfare of the patients at 
the head of each department its defects might be to 
a considerable extent remedied. It is not for me to 
say whether Iam sucha person, but it is only jus- 
tice to declare plainly thatin my judgment the 
Warden is not, andin this view Ll am confirmed by 
the practically unanimous opinion of those who 
have had anu opportunity to know how he has dis- 
charged his duties. I say this with no ill-will to the 
Warden, with whom I have always been able, 
though at times with difficulty, to keep up the out- 
waid forms of courtesy. é 

“The medical department has been made so de- 
pendent upon thatoft the Warden that any mis- 
management on his part is immediately felt therein. 
I sought to correct the evils that arose by exercis- 
ing the power given to me and by defending the 
medical department from the Warden’s repeated 
encroachments. ‘Chus when the regular diet pre- 
scribed and furnished by him proved unfit, the 
physicians resorted freely to their power to order 
special diet, taking pains to cause as little incon- 
venience as possible. When these orders were dis- 
obeyed, as they were continually, my only resource 
was to complain to your board. This I did, avoid. 
ing for a time compiaints of the Warden's ¢deficien- 
cies in his legitimate department. When, however, 
a public investigation was ordered, through no act 
ot mine, [ considered it my duty to disclose as fully 
as — all neglects that affected the comfort 
and treatment of the patients. It was my 
hope that the managers, who alone have the 
power to introduce reforms, would asanme an im- 
partial attitude. It was, therefore,a painful sur- 
prise to me to find that before hearing the evidence 
severzlof them had openly taken sides with the 
Warden, resenting the offer of evidence of his mis- 
management, and that the exposure before the 
legislative committee of abuses, which it was im- 
possible to conceal truthfully, was regarded by 
some of the managers as an attack upon themselves. 
The discharge of one of my assistants, Dr. McFar- 
lane, a physician of high character and promise, for 
no offense other than zealous service in the in- 
vestigation ordered by the Legslature, including a 
call made by him at my request, upon one of the em- 
ployes of the Warden’s department, to procure her 
statement—a discharge made without consulting 
me, and,so far as I can ‘earn, without consulting 
any officer of the asylum, except the Warden—to- 
gether with the fact that it seems to be the settled 
policy of the managers and the Warden to inflict 
the penalty of summary dismissal upon any em- 
ploye who should testify to abuses, destroys all 
presumption of a serious determination to reform 
the management. 

“Apart from these considerations my position has 
long been most painful from the consciousness that 
I could not secure proper treatment of the patients. 
Accordingly I am constrained to add my name to 
the long roll of Pom eer nm who during the last 
three years have for similar causes resigned their 
offices in the Morris Plains Asylum, and hereby 
tender to you my resignation as Medical Director, 
By tne terms of my engagement you are entitled to 
three months’ notice, but [I request the board to fix 
as early a date as possible for my relief. It remains 
only to say that, in leaving the asylum where I have 
spent nearly six years of my life, I desire to retain 
in memory only the personal courtesies I have re- 
ceived, and to express the hope that this magnificent 
building, which will stand for generations after the 
present differences and difficulties are forgotten, 
will yet amply fulfill the noble purpose for which lt 
was erected.” 





WHO KILLED MILLER? 


WESTFIELD AUTHORITIES BELIEVE IT 
WAS FREDERICK BALDWIN. 

Coroner Miller of Westfield resumed the 
inquest yesterday in the death of Edward Miller, 
whose mangled body was found covered with 
branches in the woods on Mr. Task’s premises 
at Westfield, N. J., July 15. The authorities be- 
lieve that Frederick Baldwin, Mr. Task’s coach- 
man, murdered Miller, and their efforts yester- 
day in the examination of witnesses were di- 
rected toward bringing out evidence to support 
that theory. Baldwin realizes his position, and 
had C. M. Marsh of this city present at the in- 
quest td look after hisinterests. Assistant Pub- 
he Prosecutor C. Addison Smith conducted. the 
examination, aided by Chief John Keron of the 
State Detective Bureau. 

County Physician Westcott testified that Mil- 
ler’s head was crushed as though with a blud- 
geon when he was found, and there were anum- 
ber of cuts and bruises. Death had probably oc- 
eurred three weeks before the discovery of the 
body. William Dallas described the finding ot 
the body in the woods by himself and Chester 
M. Smith. It was noticed that several trees 
thereabout had been recently cut down, but the 
stumps had been artificially covered with moss. 

Eaward J. McDonald, at whose house Miller 
spent the night before the day on which he was 
last seen June 24, said that Miller then had $25. 


The next evening at dusk he saw him with two- 


other men going into Mr, Task’s gate. That was 
the last time McDonald saw Milleralive. July 5 
he wasin Task’s barn and saw there Miller’s sach- 
el. ‘* That’s the dude’s valise who works where 
you do,’ said Paldwin; ‘* I wonder where he is.” 
Other witnesses testified to having seen the va- 
lise in the barn and hearing Baldwin say that it 
belonged to Milier. 

The inquest was se to Monday after- 
roon. Baldwin is at liberty, but is under sur- 
veillance,

MR. SPERO MISSES HIS BOOKS AND 


BOOKKEEPER. 

David Spero, a Broadway feather im- 
porter, has had his faith in human nature shaken 
by the discovery thata confidential clerk and 
bookkeeper, Adolph Sambaline, is missing under 
suspicious circumstances. Sambalino was an 
Italian 40 years old. He was married, and 
owned the house 11915 Second-place, Brooklyn.

This story was told with 
80 much circumstantiality that it was believed 
until a week ago, when the author of it disap- 
peared and an investigation disclosed the crimes 
of embezzlement and forgery. The evidence 
was so convincing that Mr. Spero made corm- 
plaint at Police Headquarters and left a detailed 
deseription of Sambalino. An order of arrest 
was also obtained from Judge O’Brien, and a 
Kings County Deputy Sheriff, armed with an 
execution, took possession of the Brooklyn 
property, which was found in charge of aserv- 
ant, who would not throw any light on the 
whereabeuts of her employer. 

Mr. spero said yesterday that his financial 
loss by the operations of his clerk would not 
embarrass the business. He thinks Sambalino 
has sailed for Europe. 

Mrs. Sambaliny returned yesterday to her hus- 
band’a handsome residence, in Second- place, 
Brooklyn. She hac been in the country and was 
summoned home by friends. She was very in- 
dignant over the stories circulated about Sam- 
Valine, and blamed Mr. Spero for them. She 
said she did nos kiow her husband’s wherea- 
bouts, but believed that he had wandered off 
while insane. For several weeks he had been 
acting peculiarly, and his wife and sev- 
eral neighbors had noticed his condi- 
tion, which was thought to be due 
te overwork. Mr. Sambalino was regarded 
asawealthy man and spent iarge sums in en- 
tertaining. His employer, Mr. Spero, was a fre- 
quent guest. A week agoa fire occurred at his 
house and it was at this time that the account 
books are alleged to have been destroyed. The 
damage to the furniture amounted to $50. Mrs. 
Sambalino said at the time tnat the fire was 
caused by alighted cigar falling on a lace eur- 
tain, and no eloser investigation was made, 
Sambalino was well edueated and taught Latin, 
Greek, French, and Italian, receiving for such 
instruction $5 an hour.
